I leave it to the judici- 
ous Reader to make his own refleftigns 
upon this relation of the Author aforeſaid, 
and to conſider, whether that Tribunal 
is ſo uſeful towards the promoting the 
Glory of God and the ſalvation of ſouls, 
as they think it in thoſe Countries, 
where the Inquiſition is allowed . 
This relation was almoſt printed off, 
when a friend of mine communicating 
to me another Relation, which ſheweth 
after what manner thoſe are treated 
who fall into the hands of the Inquiſi- 
tion of Spain, and of thoſe Countries 
belonging to that Crown in the Weſt- 
Indies; I thought my ſelf obliged th 
publiſh it alſo, to ſhew thereby that the 
Inquiſition in Spain acts with the fam: 
ſpirit of perſecution as that in Port 
gal. Some people may perhaps be ſtart 
led at the Spaniard s rebaptizing in thy 
Indies thoſe Chriſtians who are no 
of their Communion; but it ought no

And as Life is ſo dear a Thing, many take 
their Counſel, and Confeſs what they are not 
guilty of, and afterwards they find them- 
elves trap'd in Priſon, as hereafter ſhall ap-

Confeſſion is only admitted of at the 
Point of Death. Finding themſelves very ill 
they deſire it (and it's to be noted, that few 
fick Perſons do recover there). Then the 
Father Confeſſor comes, but is 'always in great 
Haſte to be gone; for as the Priſons are very 
dark, dirty, little, and without Chairs, &c. 
as we ſhall ſee hereafter, the Confeſſor doth 
not ſtay long, gor indeed can he, becauſe the 


Keeper of the Priſon is ſtaying all that Time 


at the Door, with the Priſoners that are of 
the ſame Priſon with the ſick Body, who are 
taken out of his Room whilſt he is in Con- 
feſſion. So that by all Circumſtances, they 
cannot Confeſs themſelves, as ſo overladen a 
Conſcience doth require, after having been 
there many Vears without Confeſſion. Con- 
ſider you a ſick Man who bas been many 
Years without Confeſſing himſelf, and with

many Scruples of Conſcience, and 
many are ſo ignorant, that they 
imagine that if they ſpeak the 
Truth in the ſacramental Confeſ- 
ſion, and declare what Falſities 
they have ſworn before the Tri- 
bunal, that the Confeſſor ſhall go 
and give an Account of it to the 
ſaid Tribunal, and that they ſhall 
be puniſh'd as forſworn : What 
Confeſſion can theſe People make 
under ſuch Circumſtances? O la- 
mentable Thing not to take this 
ſacramental Seal, and as lamen- 
table to take it in an ill Manner, 
for by this Ignorance there are 
many facrilegious -'Confeffions 
made, and thence enſueth the ir-

reparable Loſs of the Souls of thoſe 

People, who throw themſelves away after this 
manner in their firſt Confeſſions, for they are 
not allowed a ſecond, nor the holy Com- 
munion or Unction, and ſo they die with- 
out any ſpirirval Conſolation. Neither will 
they allow them any Image of Chriſt, the Vir- 
gin Mary, or of any Croſs. Under all theſe 
Diſtreſſes their Faith is ſo firm and ſtrong, 
that ſome have made uſe of their Candles, as 
of a Pencil, to draw thoſe holy Images upon 
the Walls, ſo that their Devotion and Ne- 
ceſſity has made them turn Painters, as ap- 
pears in many Priſons, whoſe Walls are co- 
vered with theſe pious Drafts, thus courſly, 
but devoutly drawn; and in this Diſconſola- 
tion the Companions of the dying Man are 
continually at-Prayers, and Recommending him 
to God, helping him to die well, with Tears, 
Prayers, and Sighs, calling on the ſweet Names 
of JESUS and Mary, reciting their Creed, and 
making him repeat Acts of Contrition or Re- 
penrance, and of the Love of God, according 
to the Capacity of each of them. O Jeſus 
be pleaſed, for the ſake of thy holy Name, 
to yiſit thoſe Priſons when thoſe -” People 
are in a dying Condition, to ſee and hear 
what thoſe do and ſay, who are treated in 
Portugal as if they were Jews, and how oppreſt 
theſe poor Wretches are during their Life, 
and even at their Death. This Caſe of a dy- 
ing Man is much to be taken notice of, for 
if the holy Tribunal do or do not know this 
dying Man to be a Jew, Chriſtian Charity 
ought to make them aſſiſt him at that time 
with" greater Care, procuring his Converſion, 
* _- and 
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and drawipg him from his Errors, that this 
Soul, which was redeemed by the Blood of 
Chriſt, may not be loſt. This is the Time 
wherein to exerciſe their Mercy, and do the 
Office of Promoters of the Apoſtolick Faith, 
and to ſhew that they love their Neighbour 
as themſelves. But think you that an Inqui- 
fitor will come in thoſe naſty and dark Pri- 
ſons to viſit the dying Priſoners, and to hel 
him to come out of his Errors and fave his 
Soul, thereby demonſtrating to him that the 

teſt Deſire of the Tribunal is to put them 
in the way of Salvation, that if they have 
been ſevere to them, it has been for their 
Good, and that he ſhall experiment quickly 
after Death that they have not been ſevere 
Judges to him, but good Counſellours, in 
drawing him from his Errors, &c. Think 
you, I ſay, that they do any Thing of this? 
No. What do they then? They leave a poor 
ſick or dying Man without any ſpiritual Food 
amongſt four other Priſoners for the ſame 
Crime of being Jews, and leave them to diſ- 
poſe as they pleaſe of this poor Soul, and 
this at the laſt Moment, on which depends 
an Eternity. And how can this Tribunal pre- 
tend after this, that what they do is to ſave 
the Souls of them they impriſon. 

o. O moſt forgiving Jeſus, fee how con- 
trary to thine is the Mercy of Men ; thou 
couldſt pray for them that betray'd thee, but 
here the Souls of thoſe that belieye in thee, 
love thee, and declare themſelves Chriſtians, 
are denied all ſpiritual Nquriſhment and Com- 
fort. Hear, G Lord, our Cries, ſince Men 
will not hear them; hear and remedy 11 4 
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Lord, it being only reſcrved to thy Divine 
Knowledge to fathom the Hearts of Men. 


Why ſhould Men judge of the Hearts and 
Souls of others, being always inclined to pre- 
al- 


. fume ill of them, and treating them as i 


ready convicted before they are tried? O moſt 
juſt Jeſus, lighten, by-thy Divine Love, all the 
Miniſters of the Tribunal, and inſpire them 
with thy Spirit, that they may judge, as they 
ought, thoſe Souls which have coſt thee fo 
dear. Inſpire them with a Spirit, O Saviour, 
of Love, and not of Rigor; with a Spirit of 
Forgiveneſs, and not of Chaſtiſement. This 
ſhall be a good Spirit to reduce Men, and 
ſave their Souls. 

11. Let us look back and ſee where the 
Secretary takes the Entry of the Priſoner, af- 
ter which the Alcaide, or Goal-Keeper, takes 
him and with two Guards carries him to the 
Priſan, and there puts him in one of them, 
leaving him the only Comfort of being lock'd 
within two Doors in a Room about ſeven 
foot long and fix foot broad, and very dark, 
having no other Light than by a little Win- 
dow about 5 Foot from the Ground, a little 
more or leſs, being about a Foot and half 
high and half a Foot broad, and gives ſo little 
Light, that if the Priſoners have a Mind to 
ſee any thing they muſt ſtand up, for the 
Wall being ſo very thick, and the Light co- 
ming a great way off, it only ſtrikes directly 
oppoſite, and thoſe that ſit down ſee nothing; 


ſo that they eat in the dark, and they all wiſh 
for Night, that they may have a Light, which 
is a little ſort of an earthen Diſh with Oil 
and Cotton, and fo ſerves them for a 1270 
4 4M 
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This they have upon Account of their limited 
Allowance of two Vinteis per Day (which is 
about 2d. Engliſh) and out of this is like- 
wiſe deducted for Waſhing of Linen, Coals, 
and other ſmall Neceſſaries. They have alſo 
earthen Veſſels to do their Needs in, and they 
are not emptied any oftner than every eight 
Days, ſo that it's almoſt incredible what theſe 
miſerable Wretches endure by this Naſtineſs, 
and the Stench is ſo exceſſive in theſe Pri- 
ſons, that it's a great Mercy that any one eſ- 
cape out of them alive, as appears by the Faces 
of thoſe that are brought out at the Auto's 
de f (or Clearing of Priſons when they bring 
them to ſuffer their Puniſhment) and thereby 
one may gueſs at the Treatment they have had, 
for they are ſo very much altered, that no one 
can know them again. They have in thoſe 
Priſons a Place a little higher than the reſt, 
upon which is their Bed, and this Place is half 
of the Room, and theſe Priſons are ſo damp, 
that the Matts upon which they make their 
Beds, and their very Beds rot under them in a 
few Days. In each of theſe Priſons or Rooms, 
are generally 4 or 5 Priſoners, and ſometimes 
more, ; and having had the Curioſity to mea- 
ſure one of theſe Eſtrado's or Places on which 
they make their Beds, I find that it will ſcarce 
hold five Men, tho' they lye ſide-ways, and 
as cloſe to one another as poſſible ; ſo that 
of neceſſity ſome of them muſt lye upon the 
Ground. Let any one conſider well the 

Ji Streights in which thoſe poor People are to 

h be, five Men ina Room ſeven Foot Jong and 

fix Foot broad, where there is five Pots for 

4 Urine, and five others for Water to drink 

8 gk for 
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(for they have Water but once a Week, and 
if it is not enough to ſerve them, they muſt 
have Patience, for they bring them no more) 
and beſides this, there is alſo two great Pots 
to do their Needs in, and how much Room 
can you imagine there can remain for each 
Man: There is allowed to a dead Man ſeven 
Foot of Ground to lye in, but not near this 
Room have theſe poor living Souls. This is 
the manner of the Priſons of the Inquiſitions 
of Coimbra and Evora, but thoſe of Lisbon are 
ſomething larger and lightſomer. 

12. In theſe Priſons there are ſome times 
I, 2, 3,4,0r 5 Priſoners in each Room, which 
is according fo the Number of Priſoners, and 
tis uncertain\ which is better, to be alone or 
in Company : If they are alone, they ſuffer 
for want of Company to talk to; for when 
their Victuals is brought them, it's put in un- 
der the Door, without ſpeaking one Word. 
And if they have Company, they may come 
to ſuffer by the ill Deſigns of their Compa- 
nions, ſome having proved very troubleſome 
to their Fellow-Sufferers, eſpecially thoſe that 
come in after the others have been there-a 
conſiderable Time; for they try to draw 
whatever they can out of them. Moreover, if 
the others have already confeſt, they ſhall per- 
ſecute them to do the ſame, telling them that 
there is no other Remedy, that they are not 
better than the reſt, to expect to get out at 
a cheaper Rate; and they will ſpeak this with 
ſo much Paſſion, as if they intended to do them 
a great Piece of Service, and at laſt they open 
their Breaſt to them, thinking they will not 
Renn 
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ſelves would not do it. And a poor Chri- 
ſtian Priſoner muſt ſuffer all this; and not- 
withſtanding all his Sufferings, muſt ſay no- 
thing to theſe ill People; for if he offends 
in the leaſt, thoſe that have confefſs'd, ei- 
ther they'll go as ſoon as poſſible, and will 
ſwear any thing againſt him to hinder his 
Deliverance or if they have more Cunning, 
they'll ſtay till they are removed from his 
Company and carried to another, and there 
will tell ſuch and ſuch Things to their new 
Companions that they may diſcover it, tel- 
ling them they muſt do it, for otherwife 
he'll be diſcharged, and fo they entangle one 
another, eſpecially thoſe that have Confeſs'd, 
for they do not care that others ſhould go 
ont before them. It's hardly credible what 
Injuſtices and Impieties are hidden under 
the Secreſie obſerved in the Depoſitions of 
thoſe falſe Witneſſes, as of this Point we 
ſhall tregt more particularly hereafter : And 
it's to be taken notice, that many times it 
happens that theſe Companions, after ha- 
ving ſworn againſt them, return to the ſame 
Priſon. And when the poor Wretch is told 
what hath been declared againſt him, as they 
know themſelves clear from thoſe Crimes, 
they imagine they'll eaſily clear themſelves, 
as in the Proſecution of this Diſcourſe there 
will not want Examples of it. 

13. Since we ſee this Matter is liable to ſo 
many Changes, let us ſay ſomething of what 
paſſes therein, They ſometimes remove the 
Priſoners from their Priſons, either becauſe 
of more Priſoners being brought in, to ſe- 
parate two that are together, or two that are 

| to 
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to come out (at the Clearing of the Priſons; 
which they call Auto de fe) to be carried 
to other Priſons, or becauſe the one may 
not adviſe and take Counſel of the other, 
what is beſt for him to do, and that Running 
through ſo many Places and hearing ſo many 
Opinions,they may not know which to chuſe, 
or becauſe they may not come to know one 
another, and there is a great many treated 
after this manner. But let it be for what 
Reaſon it will, it is always to the great 
Prejudice, of the Innocents. Let any Body 
conſider all theſe Removes and Alterations 
of Priſons, and examine the Proceſſzs of the 
Priſoners, and they'll find the ſame to be 
true with a Witneſs: And there are many 
other Inconveniencies, for it is impoſlible to 
find them all out, although many are very evi- 
dent; for though this Tribunal keeps things 
under an inviolable Secreſie, yet with theſe 
frequent Removes, many things are found 
out. Let us come to the Matter of Fact, 
and ſee what Oppreſſion theſe poor afflicted 
People lye under. Oh good Jeſus apply thou 
the Remedy. | 

14. When theſe poor miſerable Souls are 
in theſe Priſons, they are not allowed even 
the Liberty of Venting their 


Sorrows: They are forbid ei- 
ther to Cry or Sigh, that thoſe 
who are in the other Priſons 
may'nt hear them: It's alſo a 
great Crime for them to cry 
out in their Anguiſh, or to 
ſpeak loud, and as ſuch they 
are pugiſhed ; And in caſe they 


You muſt know that the 
Treatment is equal to all, 
Noblemen , Gentlemen, 
Churchmen, or Nuns, with- 
out Exemption, or making 
any Difference ; and they 
are mixt with bad Compa- 
ny without any Regard ; les 
one conſider a Nun — be 
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put with a Woman of a bad 
Life, or Whore, of which 
there are many there; or 
a Dung Woman, honeſt and 
of a good Family, Yo be left 
with ſuch a one, Nat good 
Example or Counſel can 
they have in ſuch Comp ny ? 
Conſider a married Woman 
of Noble Birth, and Mi- 
Neſs of an Hcuſe, broug/t 
bere and put with a vaſe 
and ordinary W.man, wi:o 
will rule and command her, 
ſaying they are all one there, 
who, if ſhe vas out, would 
not admit her for her Ser- 
want, &c. Conſider a No- 
bleman of good Principles, 
who is one that hath been 


in great Poſts, What ſhall 


be not ſuffer in the Compa- 
ny of a brutiſh Man, a Lyar 
and guilty of all Evil? 
How can he carry himſe'f 
civilly with ſuch 4 Men? 
and if he does offend him 
in the leaſt, hat does he 
not expoſe himſelf to, for 


in ſuch 4 Caſe this Man 


ſhall go and ſwear againſt 

him, and ſhall perſwade o- 

thers to do the ſame. There

ſpeak but one Word to any of 
thoſe that are in the other Pri- 
ſons or Rooms, they are very 
ſeverely treated for it; and the 
ſame if they ſhould happen to 
beat the Wall in their inſup- 
portable Affliction, and the Pu- 
niſhment for any of theſe pre- 
tended Faults, is to pinch them 
with Pincers, or to whip them 
all along the Galleries, in the 
ſame manner as they whip the 
MalefaQors in the Streets, who 
are condemned to that ſhame- 
ful Puniſhment, ; and a Guard 
goes along with the Priſoner 
proclaming very loud, © That 
© the Inquiſitors have ordered 
© this Perſon to be whipt far 
Speaking from one Priſon to 
* another, Beating ' the Wall, 
© Diſquieting the Priſon, Cry- 
ing out, or Falling-out with 
© his Fellow-priſoners, decla- 
ring the Cauſe for which he is 
whipt, which is always one of 
the aforementioned ; and for 
this they whip him ſo ſeverel 

and cruelly, that ſome do ſuf- 
ter by it (many Days, Months, 
and Years, ) intolerable Pains 
and Inflammations on their 
And from this Ttcatment ſome 
Diſeaſes: And this Cha- 


ſtiſement is inflicted (without any Regard to 
their Sex) upon married Women aud Maids,

tho? the modeſteſt in the World. They 
order them to prepare themſelves, and then 
ſtrip their Backs and Sides with great Inde- 
cency,and whip them alſo after the ſame man- 
ner as they whip the Criminals in the Streets; 
and it's not enough that theſe poor People 
do ſuffer who are guilty of theſe Miſde- 
meanours, as they call them, but the Inno- 
cents muſt alſo ſuffer the ſame ; for *tis ſuf- 
ficient that one of the Priſoners beat the 
Wall for all thoſe that are with him to ſuffer 
equal Puniſhment with him ; one is chaſtiſed 
becauſe: either he did beat the Wall, ſpoke 
too loud, &c. and the others for not giving 
Notice of it, ſo that none eſcape the Puniſh- 
ment : And here you muſt know, that if one 
of the Priſoners declares that the others have 
either beat the Wall, or ſpoke too loud, &c. 
they ſhall be in Favour; and if after this, 
ſome of his Companions ſhould go and ſwear 
any thing againſt him, altho* they ſhould all 
agree, yet ſhall they not be believed ; ſo that 
tis better for theſe poor Wretches to ſub- 
mit to the baſe Puniſhment of Whipping,than 
to ran the Hazzard of being declared guilty 
of Judaiſme. Theſe ill Treatments and A- 


- buſes are ſo many, that to repeat them, 


there would be no End ; and for that Rea- 
ſon, what we have already ſaid is enough to 
ſhew the Nature of them, and by this the 
World may judge of the reſt: And in tra- 
cing the Truth of this, it will appear as 
before, that they are often chaſtiſed for 

ſpeaking from one priſon to another, Cc. 
1 5 The Abuſes being fuch, the {priſons 
fo horrid, and ſo many Inconvemencies 
| | therein, 
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therein, yet notwithſtanding all this, many 
of the Priſoners are like Hermits, and their 
Rooms like the Caves of Cenitents, being 
continually Praying, Faſting, and Whipping 
themſelves; many do faſt Mondays, Wed- 
neſdays, Fridays, and ſome Saturdays, all the 
Year round, and half the Lent they allow 
themſclves nothing but Bread and Water, 
and they whip themſelves ſeverely Mondays, 
Wedneſdays, and Fridays, and ſay their Ro- 
ſario or Beeds over every Day, with all the 
other Prayers, &c. that are practiſed in the 
Churches; and this they make their Maſs, 
and they whip themſelves alſo after Mid- 
night, that they may not be hindred, and 
that it may not be known: Are not all 
theſe juſt Works? and theſe poor Wretches | - 
can ſubje& themſelves to all this; but even 
this they are forbidden to do ſometimes. 
Good God, that all theſe Whippings, Pray- 
ings,. and Faſtings, ſhould be reckoned by 
the Inquiſitors nothing but Hypocriſie and 
Cheat, and all theſe good Works are. bad 
in theſe poor People. What muſt they do 
then to be reckoned Good by a Tribunal 
that pretends to convert and ſave Souls; for 
they attribute all to Ill; Whipping, Faſting, - 
and Praying, is all a Cheat with them, all 
Invention, all Hypocriſie. The Priſoners 
know well enough that they do not give 
Credit to their pious Works, but to the 
contrary, that it's all turned againſt them, 
and nevertheleſs they do it: How can they 
then do it for a Cheat. O my 8 — make 
all theſe Truths evident to all Men, and 


give 
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give them Light and Underſtanding to ſee 


and know Good from Evil. 
16. We affirm, that what we 
have ſaid of the ill treatment 
and ſtreights which the Pri- 
ſoners ſuffer in the Priſons of 


the Inquiſition, is but the leaſt 


part of them; for truly what 
paſſes therein, is beyond what 
can be expreſſed, and only thoſe 
that ſee it and ſuffer therein, 
can be ſenſible of it; ſo that 
this can be but a flight repre- 
ſentation of thoſe evils, and 
the reſt muſt be left to the i- 
magination of the Reader. We 
do not touch the particulars of 


1 the Womens Priſons; for as 


they are uſed with more Sub- 
tilty and Caution, they are more 
hard to be diſcover'd, and we 
intend only to ſpeak the pure 


truth; and as this is a matter 


that ought to be treated with 
all Caution, in regard to the 
Womens Honour, we ſhould 


Notwithſtanding the Cau- 
tion uſed in the matter of 
men, tis known that 
the Tung Women, and eſ- 
pecially them who are hand- 
ſome, are better uſed and 


with better words than the 


reſt ; and many things 
might be ſaid in this mat- 
ter, were it not for fear of 
offendins theſe Wimen. 
But there is now living at 
Madrid à Woman who has 


ſo great a Senſe of Honeſty 


and Shame, that becauſe of 


what has happened to her in 
the Priſons of one of the In- 


quiſitions of Portugal, ſhe 


will not ſee the face of any 
Body, and lives now in Ma- 
drid in this retired manner 
for ſhame ſake. O ſweet 
Feſus ! we know theſe things 
bus too well, come thou and 
apply @ remedy to it.

offend in attempting to relate what this poor 
People ſuffer, and what hinders their relief. 
17. Some People will ſay that little credit 


is to be given to the aforeſaid, becauſe there 


are no Authors that have writ concerning 
the ſaid matters, and that the Priſoners that 
undergo the experiment, cannot be ſufficient 


Witneſſes, becauſe that it is ſo great a Crime 


for them to reveal what is done in the 
Priſons, that were it rh they would be

If we are not to vive ere- 
dit to the ſacramental Con- 
feſſions, how can they ſo 
readily —_ the Judicial 
ones, made by poor oppreſſed 
and fearful Perſons, as the 
only way to ſave their Lives

ſent back thither again; for it 
is ſo certiſied to them when 
they come out, making them 
ſwcar that they'll keep every 
thing ſecret; ſo that only by 
the Sacramental Confeſſions any 
thing of this can be known, and 
that to theſe we are not to give |

any credit, becauſe they may 
be deceitful. I anſwer firſt, that after 
theſe people come out reconciled, it is to 
be ſuppoſed that they do not lie in their 
Sacramental Confeſſions, otherwiſe they could 
not be ſaid to be well and truly reconciled 
if they made ſacrilegious Confeſfions, which 
cannot be ſuppoſed, but quite contrary, that 
they are effectually reconciled. Secondly, I 
ſay, if all the Proceedings of the Inquiſition 
are ſo juſtifiable, Why do they keep them 
ſo ſecret with Oaths and Threats? But 
would it not be much more for the Juſtifh- 
cation of the Holy Tribunal, as they call 
It, to let the Priſoners tell publickly what 
paſſes therein, and how in all things they 
procced with them, impoſing on them only 
a natural obligation of ſpeaking the truth, 
and that in caſe they ſhould tell any more 
than what is really true, they ſhould receive 
greaterPuniſhments,and they ſhould then well 
deſerve it. But on the contrary, they dare 
not ſay what the poor innocent wretches 
ſuffer there, nor open their mouths to pro- 
cure them any relief; ſo that a great many 
periſh for want of it: For this way. of 
keeping the Secret deprives the Priſoner. of 
the means of clearing his Innocency.

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there reſults an irreparable damage to the 
Innocents; for the Priſoner being afflicted, 
oppreſſed, and full of fear, believes that the 
reaſon why they ask him about his Gene- 
ration and Parentage, is to ſee, if when he 
confeſſes his Relations, he'll leave ſome of 
them out that are writ down, and he thinks 
that if he does not declare them all, they'll 
2 him ſeverely. By this they come to 

now the Fathers, Sons, Brothers, Brothers 
in-Law, Couſins, &. and many of them are 
ſometimes brought in upon ſuſpicion; ſo 
that by bringing in ſo many, they may hit 
on ſome of them that are guilty, tho* by 
this many die innocent. O good Jeſus! how 
doſt thou ſuffer and permit this confuſion ; 
for if this miſerable Priſoner, for fear of 
Death, accuſes all thoſe that he knows of 
his Generation, as Father, Mother, Brothers, 
cc. it cannot be ſuppoſed that he'll ſpare 
Strangers, and let himſelf be put tg Death, 
as they threaten him: And let any Body 
look, into the Proceſſes of theſe miſerable 
People, and they'll find in them things 
which ſhall aſtoniſh them. And after the 
Priſoner has declared all his Generation and 
Acquaintauce, they ask him if he will con- 
teſs his Faults, and tell him, that if he does, 
he ſhall find Mercy at their Hands; (this 
they call the firſt Admonition, without tel- 
ling him of any Faults) he anſwers, that he 
has always been a good Chriſtian, and that 
he has committed no Faults relating to that 
Tribunal: Then they make him take ano- 
ther Oath of ſecteſie, and ſo ſend him back 
> 24 Re Pres: 
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22. The third time of their bringing t 
Priſoner before the Aſſembly of Inquiſitors, 
is what they call the ſecond Admonition. 
They make him ſwear again to keep every 
thing ſecret, and to tell all that he knows a- 
bout what they ſhall ask him. And then 
they ask him in the firſt place, if he will 
confeſs his Faults, and that in ſuch a caſe 
he ſhall he mercifully dealt withal : He an- 
ſwers, that he is a Chriſtian, and never went 
from the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt ; and after 
this they begin to read to him all the Ar- 
ticles of the Law of Moſes, by way of Que- 
ſtions, in the manner following, vx. 

23. They ask him whether he hath at any 
time left the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt to fol- 
low the Law of Moſes ; or whether he knows 
any baptized Chriſtian that has done it?

24. Whether in regard to the Law of 
Moſes, he has not abſtained from eating 
Pork, Shell-Fiſh, Hare, Rabbit, &c ? He any

25. Let this ſuſſice for an example; for 
to write it all would be too tedious, and 
ſtrikes horror. After this manner they go 
on asking him about the Precepts of the Law 
of Moſes, at each of which Queſtions the 
poor miſerable Priſoner anſwers like a true 
Chriſtian, Gentlemen, Why will you read 
all this to me, ſince I anſwered you to the 
firſt Queſtion, That I am a Chriſtian and have 
always been ſuch ; it is plain by that Anſwer 
that I am no ways concerned in any of theſe 
Queſtions ? and therefore why will you make 
me hear what I ſo much abhor ? But not- 
e withſtanding

withſtanding all this, they go on reading of 
it all out, and writing, but they do not 
write dow: the trouble that the Priſoner 
expreſſes at this, as by his anſwers ; nei- 
ther do they write their whole anſwers, 
but only after every Queſtion, No. — 

26. There was once a Priſoner, who ſee- 
ing the many Nonſences and ridiculous 
things that were asked him, which, they 
ſaid, were Precepts of the Law of Moſes, 
as relating to the ſweeping of Houſes, 
Crumbs of Bread, or Drops of Wine fal- 
ling into the Water-Veſſels, &c. 
27. He anſwered them, Gentlemen, I have 
already told you that I am a Chriſtian, and that 
T never did any thin 4 the Lan of Moſes, 
ſo that it is „ 3 all this time, 
which is ſo precious for the diſpatch of other 
miſerable Priſoners who have ſuffered ſo many 
Tears in theſe Priſons ;, and if it may be per- 
mitted ſo to ſpeak, Why do you teach theſe 
things to thoſt who never had heard. of them 
or knew them? For how many are there, that 
from this, will take up things, and afterwards 
confeſs them, believing by this to relieve them- 
ſelves? And with how much reaſon may this be 
feared from Children and Women which are 
br ght hither, &c? And it is to be noted, 
that of theſe anſwers, nothing- is writ in 
the Proceſles, which if they were writ down, 
there would appear ſuch things as would 
Pierce the Heart of any Chriſtian; but 
there they only ſet down for anſwer, Tes, 
or No, according to the reſult of the an- 
ſwer, and leave out the reaſons which the 
Prifoner gives them for it, which are very 
1 . —A. ˙ 
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neceſſary for their Juſtification in the Pro- 
ceſſes. And if the Priſoners, after coming 
out, ſhould have the liberty of ſpeaking 
what they have ſuffered and heard in thoſe 


' Priſons, we fhould hear ſuch notorious and 


horrid things, as cannot be expreſſed by any, 
but thoſe that have undergone the cruel ex- 
periment of them. | 

28. After this third time of being carri- 
ed before the Inquiſitors, there is no cer- 
tainty when they ſhall be carried there a- 
gain, or ſet at liberty, for they run through 
the Proceſſes of ſome Priſoners in one Week 
or a Fortnight's time, and others lie dor- 
mient Months and Years ; and tho' the poor 
miſerable Souls ſhould ever ſo much deſire 
to have their Proceſſes made *em, yet would 


it not be granted them, for they are carried 


before the Board of Inquiſitors but when they 
think fit to order it, except it be thoſe 
that have confeſſed, for they are carried be- 
fore the Inquiſitors as often as they deſire 
to ſwear againſt other Priſoners ; but thoſe 
who ſtand npon Trial, are not carried be- 
fore them, except they be called for; fo 
that theſe poor Souls continue in this miſe- 
ry as long as the Inquiſitors pleaſe, there 
being no way left them to avoid it. 

29. There Opens ſometimes that a Pri- 
ſoner deſires to be carried before the In- 
quiſitors, and the Alcaide or Goal-Keeper 
carrys him, thinking, that being tired with 
his loathſom Priſon, he has a mind to con- 
feſs, and being come before the Board of 
Inquiſitors, he repreſents his caſe, and rea- 
ſons with all the moving Arguments he 155 


* n — I.” 


„ 
That he has been there ſo very long, and that 
in all that time there has been nothing done 
in his Proceſs, which he deſires and begs they 
may go on with, and that Leave and Means may 
be granted him in order to defend himſelf and 
ſhew his Innocence. They anſwer him, well: 
Will you confeſs your Errors? What Er- 
rors, ſays the Priſoner ; for I am a Chriſti- 
an, and believe in Jeſus Chriſt. But with- 
out hearing him any further, or writing 
any thing of this down, they immediately 
ſend him back again to Priſon, and often 
with ſuch Reprimands as would move a 
ſtone : And the Goal-Keeper, as he carrys 
him back, ſcolds and abuſes him all the 
way, for asking to be carried before the 
Inquiſitors without intention of confeſſing 
his Faults. So that theſe poor Priſoners, 
having no remedy left them to help them- 
ſelves, muſt ſuffer all without ſpeaking. one 
word in their own behalf, although. their 
Life, Honour, and Eſtate lye at ſtake.. 

30. Let ns rcturn to our purpoſe (from 
which we have a little deviated) and fee 
their Proceedings when they again carry a 
poor Priſoner before the Board of Inquiſi- 
tors, (which is when they pleaſe) and this 
they call the third and laſt Admonition. 
They preſs him very much to confeſs, and 
take hold of the Mercy. which has been and 
is ſtill offer'd him; and bid him take notice 
that this is the third and laſt Admonition, 
and that he'll be chaſtiſed and puniſhed with 
the rigour which the Holy Office uſes . with 
thoſe that do not confeſs, if he continues ob- 
ſtinate; and this is told him witb ſach _ 
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rible looks and ſevere way of ſpeaking, that 


many to whom the ſame has happen'd have 
ſaid, that they thought themſelves loſt beyond 
all recovery. O merciful God ! why ſo much 
rigour and ſuch dreadful dealings in. this Tri- 
bunal; for if men of ſence and courage have 
trembled before it, how can women and girls, 
brought up in ignorance and very tenderly, be 
able to bear it? This is the time in which 
many, with a viſible fear, do confeſs ſeveral 
things which they never were guilty of. But 
to ſome, God, by his great mercy, gives con- 
ſtancy and ſtrength to deſpiſe all their threats, 
and they perſiſt, ſaying, That they are and 
haye_ always been Chriſtians ; neither have 
they any thing to confeſs to them. To theſe 
they ſay, You'll find your error at laſt, and 
you ſhall hear your laſt Sentence; which is, 
the Clerk of Juſtice, as they call him, giving a 
Libel againſt you ; and they immediately call 


the ſaid Clerk, who comes with the faid Libel,

This Sollicitor 
goes afterwards and tells the Board of Inqui- 
ſitors what he underſtands of the Priſoner's 
caſe, and if it ＋ to be in his favour, 
yet ſhall it be of little benefit to him; for he 
is judged by the Proceedings of the Clerk of 
Juſtice, without taking notice of what has been 
j2id in his favour by. the Sollicitor ; and the 
caſe is rare wherein the Sollicitor gives a fa- 
| vourable 
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. 
vourable account of his Client; for it is natu- 
ral to all thoſe that belong to the Tribunal 
to have an ill opinion of this afflicted people, 
and many are guided by a blind Zeal and Ha- 
tred againſt em; ſo that if the Sollicitor has 
an ill opinion of his Client, he can do him a 
great deal of harm; but if he happens, con- 
trary to their cuſtom, to have a good opinion 
of him, it can do him little good ; for they 
look upon it as coming from his Sollicitor, 
and as words of courſe; ſo that every thing 
is turned to the prejudice and oppreſſion of 
this poor miſerable people, without any hopes 
of help for their Defence; for, as has been al- 
ready ſaid, the Sollicitor does not ſee the Pro- 
ceedings againſt his Client, nor can he make 
uſe of the Law of Right in his favour. But 
it is not ſo with the Clerk of Juſtice, who to 
proceed againſt them has the benefit and ad- 
vantage of ſceing and hearing all the Proce- 
dures, and knows all the Secrets. : 

37. It evidently appears by the aforeſaid, 
that there is a great Partiality uſed in the 
Proceedings againſt theſe miſerable Priſoners, 
by which many do periſh for want of being 
able to defend rhemſelves, as they might do, if 
they ſhould proceed fairly againſt them, So 
that every body being againſt them, they find 
themſelves obliged either to ſuffer to be burnt 
alive, or to confeſs what they are not guilty 
of, loading themſelves with falſe errprs, as al- 
ſo their Relations; they knowing by experi- 
ence, that they have no other remedy left them ; 
And as all their Tranſactions are kept with ſo 
inviolable a Secrecy from all men they permit 
the Priſoners to make theſe falſe confeſſions, 
to make the world believe, that they were not 
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(38) 
taken vp without cauſe. And from this it 


happens that at the Autos de Fe, or clearing of 


Priſons of the Inquiſition, we ſee ſo many true 
Chriſtians come out, who have confeſs'd their 
being guilty of Judaiſm. And the root of all 
this evil is the inyiolable Secrecy uſed and im- 
poſed by the Inquiſition : For as of all theſe 
things nothing can be known, (the Inquiſitors, 
Secretaries, and the very Priſoners themſelves 
being ſworn ſo many times, with ſuch ſtri& 
and ſevere Oaths, to keep all ſecret, that if 
any one ſhould break them, hz ſhould be moſt 
ſeverely puniſh'd) they continue in their dark 
doings, without the Prince, Kingdom, or even 
the Apoſtolick See's being able to diſcover the 
Violences, long Impriſonments, and exceſſive 
Injuſtices with which they proceed therein, and 
how much theſe poor miſerable wretches have 
and do till ſuffer in theſe Priſons. So that 
by this great Secrecy, the Priſoners crimes only 
aremade publick, with the appearance of truth, 
though it be almoſt all falſe; and this is ſo 
common in this Kingdom, that the Portugueſe 
Nation in general ſuffers very much by it, who 
being ſo Catholick and Pious a Nation, yet 
in Foreign parts they make little or no diſtin- 
Aion between a Portugueſe and a few, as if they 
were either all one, or that the Catholicks 
were but few; and by this the Kingdom and 
Nation are reviled, many Souls ruiged, the 
world ſcandalized, and the Lives, Honour and 
Eſtates of ſo many true Chriſtians loſt ; that 
being the ruin of the Kingdom which ought 
to be its preſervation; and all this and ot 

remarkable things would be verified, if the 
Procedures againſt the Priſoners might be ſeen, 
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which certainly would draw tears of Blood from 
all good Chriſtians. | | 

38. Let us go back to the place where the 
Sollicitor gives to the poor Priſoner a Copy 
of the Declaration of Proof, which the Clerh 
of Juſtice exhibits againſt him (which are all 
in the ſame form with the example given iy 
the 35th article under the ſuppoſed name o 
Luis, with ſome more or leſs circumſtances 
and objections, but all in the ſame ſingular 
ſtile, not one thing concording with - gag» 
ther, neither in time, words, or any other par- 
ticular circumſtance, nor indeed in the place, 
houſe or town where the Declaration was made, 
as it will be more particularly made to appegF 
in its due place. The Sollicitor asks the poor 
and ſorrowful Priſoner, what he has to ſay a- 
gainſt it ? who anſwers, That all things there- 
in contain'd are untruths ; For, ſays he, I am 
and have always been a true Chriſtian» But, 
ſays the innocent Priſoner to his Sollieitor, 
Pray, Sir, help me to have Juſtice done me, 
and to clear my Innocence, for | am ignorant 
of what I ſhould do in this caſe. Upon this 
the Sollicitor, before any other diligence uſed 
in the behalf of his Client, takes upon him- 
ſelf the, office of Inquiſitor, and perceivin 
that the Priſoner, by the few and groundleſs 
objections againſt him, ought to be ſet free, 
he neither gives him hopes nor comfort by tel- 
ling the truth of what he knows ; but rather 
confounds him more by his admoniſhing him 
to confeſs, telliag him, That there is no other 
way for him to get out, and that if he does 


not do it, he ſhall be kept many years in Pri- 


ſon, and at laft myſt either confeſs or be burns 
with the reſt of the reſractory Priſoners. 
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39. Let any one conſider, what is there that, 

in this caſe, with ſuch advice and preſſing ad- 

monitions, poor helpleſs Women and Chil- 

dren will not do; and how can they imagine 

but that this Sollicitor, who is given them to 

help them, and act in their defence, ſpeaks the 

truth, and deals ſincerely with them. And 

in looking into the Proceſſes, it will be found, 

that many have confeſs'd when the Libels or 

Declarations againſt them have been deliver'd 

them, or when they have been carried to the 

Sollicitor ; and that no defence has been 
made by the Priſoners, though their innocen- 

cy has been plain, by reaſon of their being decei- 

ved by the admonitions and preſling Inſtances

half, why doſt thou take 
up his calls on which no 
leſs depends than his life, 
honour and eſtate ? Thou 
knowelt the ſad conſequen- 
ces which do depend on 
it, and why wilt thou then 
take this upon thee ? when 
at the ſame time thou doſt 
know that they will not 
give thee liberty to diſ-

Tu muſt alſo ob- 
ſerve. the way of the 
contra dict ions againſt 
thoſe who are in their 
hoiiſes, which is of two 
very ill conſequences, 
the firſt in diſcovering 
rhefaults of our uc igh- 
bours and relations 
without neceſſity, and 
putting them in ſuch 
a confiiſi n, that they 
know not who it 1s 
theymuſt defend them- 
ſelves againſt; and 
the fecond, becauſe: 
; thoſe who make uſe of 
this way are forced to 
it through fear; and 
from thence it hap- 
pens, that when the 
Priſoners come to con- 


feſs, (preſt to it by 
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d here many hidden faults 


come to light, in prejudice 
to the honour of Maids 
and married Women, with- 
out any regard to ſacred or 
common obligations, decla- 
ring the faults of his rela- 
tions and neighbours, and 
not only of thoſe he knows 
to be Priſoners, but alſo of 
thoſe that are free in their 
houſes, becauſe he knows 
not but they may after- 
wards be taken up, or ap- 
pear againſt him. And af. 
ter this manner they diſ- 
cover every day the diſ- 
honour and ſhame of thoſe 
that are at home, not know - 
ing from whom they ought 
to free themſelves. So that

43. Contradiction is to ſay, that ſuch a one 
is his enemy, becauſe he lay with his daugh- 
ter, ſpoke with his wife or ſiſter, or robb'd 
him, and ſuch like caſes which, carry hatred 
and infamy ; but if after theſe offences they 
{poke to one another, the contradiction is not 
good, as if the hatred could not remain, tho? 
people ſpoke together, 

Coartadas is, when an cvidence, as we ſup- 
poſe, ſwears againſt Luis, that in the time in the 
Depoſition he was in Co:mbra, and Luis proves, 
that at that time he was in Lisbon. Each ar- 
ticle of the Contradictions and Coartadas muſt 
have ſix witneſſes before. the Board of Inqui- 
ſitors, whoſe names the Lawyer does not know, 
that he may not give them any Counſel; and 
thoſe ſix witneſſes muſt be old Chriſtians, and 
free from all exceptions. They interrogate 
the witneſles at the Board with ſo much deſign, 
cunning, and ſo many circumſtances, that they 
are afraid of ſwearing, and for fear they ſhould 
be thought to favour the Priſoner ia their oaths, 
they generally incline to tell the worſt they 


can of them, and ſometimes contrary to what 


they 
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they know. Good God! how every thing turns 
to the prejudice of this poor Priſoner! A ſin- 
gle witneſs ſtiall condemn him, though con- 
cerned in the Matter, in Prifbn, forced to 
it, without agreeing with others, and defective 
in all points. To prove this Sentence defective, 
there is no neceſſity of many proofs, let any 
one but look into the Proceſſes, and they 
ſhall find therein ſtrange and unaccountable 
things. 

And yon muſt take notice, that all thoſe 
that might tree themſelves by Coartadas do 
not do it, but only thoſe that have ſome 
knowledge of theſe things, and do it them- 
ſelves ; for if they do not do it of their own 
accord, the Lawyer or Sollicitor ſays no- 
thing of it to them, nor directs them how 
to 45 it. And there will be found many, 
yea very many, who in their Proceſſes have 
not had the benefit of this defence, though it 
be much more to the purpoſe, and for the ad- 
vantage of the Priſoner, than the Contra- 
dictions. 

44. To underſtand this better, it's neceſſa- 
ry to take notice, that the Priſoners do not 
know the place in which the evidence againſt 
them ſaith the fault vas committed which he 
charges him withal, except they require it 
to make their Contradictions and Coartadas; 
for in the Declaration of proof there is no 
mention made of the name, but in lien there- 
of they only ſay, in a certain place, as it 
appears by the example before- mentioned 
of Luis and his Accomplices : And many 
Priſoners not knowing what Coartada is, it 
doth not come into their — And as 
they do not know the name of the place, fo 
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they omit this way of defending themſelves: 
And thou Lawyer and Sollicitor of ſuch a 
Priſoner, what doſt thou do ! Why doſt thou 
not put him in the right way, when thou 
ſeeſt he proceeds as blind fold, and ask him, 
Whether he has wherewith to make a Coar- 
tada? And why doſt thou not require the 
name of the place where the offence was 
committed, to ſee if there be any way left 
to help thy Client out of his danger. The 
place of the offence is declared to the Pri- 
ſoners, only relating to thoſe witneſſes, which 
they ſay they will Coartar, that is to ſay, 
prove the place to be falſe, and that they were 
at another at the ſame time. But the Women 
who. ſeldom or never go out of town, as 
likewiſe many men have not the benefit of 
this way of defence, which is the beſt ; for 
though the Law of Right, and other Laws 
of the Kingdom, are not made uſe of in fa- 
vour of the Priſoners, yet in this of Coartada 
it is allow'd them, but in a very ſtrict way; 
for the Coartada is not good and of any effect, 
except the Priſoner can prove that he was 

many leagues from the place where the ſaid 

fact is ſaid to be committed; and that at leaſt a 
Fortnight before and after the time ſet down 

in the depoſitions. Do but take notice what 

difficulties the Priſoners meet with in de- 

fending themſelves in the Holy Office; and 

on the other hand, how eaſily that Tribunal 

admits of Depoſitions and Proofs againſt 'em, 

though in compaſſion to the Priſoners, Chri- 

ſtian charity and the Law of Right ought to 

make them act quite contrary.

This way however not being approv'd 
of by the Apoſtolick See, and theſe rules being 
compared, will be found contrary to the com- 
mon right, exorbitant, and very different from 
the rules and way of acting of the ſupreme, 
venerable and general Inquiſition of Rome. [ 
ſay again, that Luis might, wich a great deal of 
reaſon, expect to come out at the firſt Auto or 
Judgment of the Priſoners, after his Proceſs 
hath been ended above a year. An Auto comes, 
and they leave him ſtill in Priſon. Conſider 
the torment that this poor and malancholy 
Priſoner muſt be in to ſee himſelf left behind 
without any hopes of getting out at leaſt in 
two years; for it is always two years, and 
ſometimes more, from one Auto to another. 

48. Another Auto being come, the poor Pri- 
ſoner expects to be carried before the Board, 
to know the cauſe why he has not been diſ- 
charged at the preceding one. This Auto Paſſes 
again, and ſometimes more, without calling 
him down before the Board of Inquiſitors 
But when he leaſt thinks of it, and is leaſt pre- 
pared for it, they bring him down, and anen 
begin again to preſs him to confeſs bis faults 
and errors; he anſwers ſtill as before, That 
he 1s a Chriſtian, and has nothing to confeſs 
to the Tribunal. They till repeat the ſame 
to him ſeveral times and diverſe ways, but he 
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always gives them the ſame Anſwer, though he Ho 
has no hopes left him to come out, having feſs 
been here four years. After this they carry off, 
him back and torture him to make him confel 
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Oh / who can expreſs and repreſent what paſſes 
there, and the inexpreſſible Severity and Con- 
fuſion with which the poor Friſo ners are tor- 
mented. They put the poor Sorl upon a 
Wooden Horſe, with weights to his feet ; *tis 
a hard matter to imagine the pain of this tor- 
ture. They uſe him with the utmoſt rigour 
that the torment can afiord ; and in the great- 
eſt of this pain and afflitioa they preſs him 
to confeſs, and tell him, That if. ke does he 
ſhall be pardon d, and ſhall return to his Home. 
Oh! how many, nay, very many, who are in- 
nocent, will in theſe torments and afflitions 
confeſs what they never did; and though it 
ſeems to deviate from the purpoſ2 we are 
upon, the Proceedings againſt Luis, yet we can- 
not forbear mentioning here a caſe, which ul 
ſerve for an example in this matter; and we 
ſhall name the Perſon, becauſe we may do ir 
ſafely ; for this caſe was publickly known, and 
happen'd in the Auto de Fe, which was celebra- 
ted in Evora, Apr. 18. 1660. 
49. Maria da Conſeicion, born in the Town 
of Eftremos, Daughter of Manoel Soares Perei- 
ra, now living in the houſe of her Brother 
Alvaro Pereira in Lisbon, was taken up by the 
Inquiſition, with two Siſters of her's, all three

ways been a Chriſtian; and 
that through the torments 
that they had put her to, 
and for fear of dying in 
them, ſhe had confeſs d all 
thoſe Untruths. After 
which they ſent her back 
to Priſon, and ſometime af- 
ter ſet her again upon the 
Wooden-horſe, where at 
laſt ſhe again confeſs'd, and 
they took her Confeſſion 
down in writing, whilſt 
ſne was in theſe ſad tor- 
ments; which being done, 
they carried her again to 
her Priſon, and after being 
cured and 1ecovered from 
an illneſs cauſed by theſe 
repeated tortures, they 


brought her again before 
the Board to ratifie her ſe- 
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cond Confeſſion, and there 
before the two witneſſes, 
ſhe again return'd the ſame 
anſwer as before, and told 
the Inquiſitors, that they

For fo it was expreſs'd in the Sentence gi- 
ven againſt her, by which ( for the crimes of not 
ratifying or confirming before the Board what 
the rigor of the torture had made her confefs 
twice, and bearing it the third time without 
confeſſing,) ſnè was condemn'd to be whipt 
through the publick ſtreets of that Town, 
with two year's Baniſhment to the Iſland of 
Principe, and with theſe puniſhments ſhe came 
out at that Auto de Fe, or Act of Faith, which 
is a ceremony once in two years or more ar 
the clearing of the Inquiſition, in which ſomg 
are burnt, and others variouſly pyniſh'd, which

the King and Court being always preſent, if 
done in the Place where he is. Maria 
Canſeicion's two Siſters came out with her 
Ii kewiſe. 
59. But ſince we have related the Caſes of 
cheſe three Siſters, we will alſo give an account 
of the manner of their Impriſonment, ſuch as 
their Father (who is now dead ) has told it to 
ſeveral, becauſe of the ſtrange and notable 
eircumſtances of it. This Manoel Soares Pe- 
ira lived in Fvera, and had four Daughters, 
theſe three, and another younger than them. 


There came one day into his houſe three Fa- 


miliars, or Deputics of the Holy Office; who 
ſecing theſe four Siſters, they ask'd their 
names, and the eldeſt ſaying, that her's was 
Joanna Baptiſta, they carried her away, and 
left the other three. A Fortnight after the Fa- 
miliars came again, the Father being then pre- 
ſent, and without enquiring after the names of 
the other Daughters, they ask'd them, which 
was the eldeſt of them, and the next after her, 
and leaving the youngeſt, they carried, away 
the other two, one of which was the afotefaid 
Maitz da Conſeicion, and the other's name was 
Mari Juliana. This is the manner after which 
they were taken up; and as thoughts were 
free, the Father believed that the witneſſes, 
who ſwore againſt his three Daughters, knew 
them ſo very little, that they could only tell 
the Chriſtian name of the eldeſt, viz. Joanna 
Baptiſta; neither knew they that there was four 
of them, and thought there was but three, 
and ſo fwore only againſt Joanna Baptiſta and 
her two'Siſters, without naming them. And 
he ſuppoſed, that ſuch was the Order of the 
1. « 1 ; pf a 5 Tami- 
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Familiars, who finding four of them, knew not 
which the two were that were not named 
and therefore only carried at firſt Joanna Ba- 
ptiſta, whoſe name they had down, that ſhe 
might alſo give an acconnt to the Board of 
her having three Siſters, that ſo they might 
reſolve which two of the three were thoſe that 
were ſworn againſt. The Father likewiſe (wil - 
ling to ſearch the matter thoroughly, as being 
ſo much concerned therein) believed that the 
Fortnight, from the time of apprehending the 
eldeſt to that of carrying away his other two 
Daughters, might be ſpeat in endeavouring to 
draw out of the witneſſes, which were the 
other two they had impeach'd ; and that the 
ſaid witneſſes, not knowing what to anſwer, 
nor how to extricate themſelves out of this 
affair, by their not knowing their Chriſtian 
names, nor having any more 0 ſay againſſ 
one than the other, ſaid, that they were the 
two next after the eldeſt; and that thereupon 
they were taken up, without asking their 
names, but only which were the two eldeſt, 
leaving the youngeſt behind, becauſe the wit- 
neſles knew not at firſt that they were any 
more than three Siſters; for if they had known 
it, it would have coſt them no more to have 
ſaid four than three, This was the belief of 
the Father, which however I do not aſſert for 
poſitive truth, but only as what might, with 
a great deal of reaſon, be inferr'd from their 
Proceedings in the raking of thoſe three young 
Women up. I would only have the Reader 
conſider, whether it is to be believed, that 
thoſe three young Women, who wege, brought 
up and kept very ſtrictly by their Father, and 
very hogeſt, ſhould declare themſelves, and 
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open their breaſts, in ſo weighty a matter as 
this is, to the witneſſes, who were ſo little 
acquainted with them, that they neither knew 
their Chriſtian names, nor how many they 
were. This certainly cannot be ſuppoſed, for 
the very children knew the ſeverity of the 
Holy Office too well, and much more wo- 
men, to expoſe themſelves to it after this man- 
ner. Nevertheleſs ſuch witneſſes were ſufficient 
to have them taken up, and though they were 
ſo eaſily apprehended, yet how hard it was for 
them to obtain their liberty appears by what 
followed, and by the Sentence againſt the poor 
miſerable Maria da Conſeicion. All the afore- 
ſaid will be proved by the Proceſs againſt them, 
and by the Sentence given in that Auto de 
Fe, in which the very ſame will be found. 

51. Let us now return to our purpoſe, and 
to the poor Priſoner Luis, whom we left on 
the torture. Let us ſuppoſez.. that God gave 
him ſtrength to bear it, and that he endured 
it without confeſſing. There came an Auto 
de Fe, and he came out abjuring lightly, as 
they call it, which is, that they have ſtill after 
this the liberty of confeſſing. Let us ſuppoſe, 
I fay, that he came out after this manner, be- 
cauſe no other proots were brought in againſt 
him, than thoſe of which we have made 
mention in the example which we have given 
of the Declaration of Proofs in the 35th 
Article. | | 1

53. In fine, we ſee this 
poor Priſoner ſentenced in 
the Auto de Fe with ſo little 
proof and reaſon as before 
appears. They now carry 
him to the publick School 


for that purpoſe, and keep 


him there a month before 
they ſend him home, under 
pretext of , teaching him 
the Chriſtian Doctrine. If 
when they took him up, 
and brought him before the 
Board, they made him ſay 
his prayers, which they al- 
ways do, and they found 
that he knew them ſo well, 
that he was able to teach 
them to others; why then 
do they now ſend him to 
learn them in a School ? 
The reaſon of this is, that 
they would have the world 
believe, that he now learns 


em, becauſe he knew them 


not. This Priſoner has had 
the good fortune to come 
out free, becauſe no new 
witneſſes appear'd againſt 
him. Let vs now ſuppoſe, 
that he had worſe Juck, 
and that he remain d —

Here you ſee that 
Luis comes out free; 
he had three Proofs 
at ainſt him, which he 
contradicted, and hap- 
pen'd to hit right ; 
ſo that he comes out 
Free, without the Con- 
fiſcation of his eſtate, 
&c. How does it then 
agree with this, that 
they ſhould make him 
1 to the Auto de 

*E (which is kept in 
a publick Place or 
Square) undreſt, that 
is, with only a white 
Waſteccat and Draw- 
ers on, and with 4 
torch in his hand. 
What ean be a worſe 
puniſhment for a man 
who values his hononr 
and reputation ! Yet 
this is what we have 
lately feen perform d 
in the Priſon of Ma- 


noel Rois da Coſta, 
Gentleman, a Man 
the King had in great 
eſteem , Secretary of 
the Tribunal of the 
three eſtates, one that 
had as much aut ho- 
rity and was & rich as 
moſt in the Kingdom, 
and who” had done 
as much as any bo- 
dy for the defence 
of his Country and the 
good thereof ; whom, 
notwithſlandins all 
this, they brought out 
in the manner afore.

54- Sometime after this, 


which is often above a 


year, they bring this poor 
Priſoner again before the 
Board, and ſtill preſs him 
to confeſs, and he anſwers 
as before, that he is and 
hath always been a Chri- 
ſtian. Thea they tell him, 
The Clerk of Juſtice re- 
quires that another Decla- 
ration be given you of more 
Proofs he hath againſt you, 

55- Then the Secretary 
begins to read the Libel, 
which is called Additional 
Proofs, and theſe are ſtill 
after the ſame manner as 
the example we have given 
of Proofs in the 35th Ar- 
ticle. For you mult hold 
for certain, and moſt cer- 
tain, that ſuppoſe there 
ſhould he 20 articles, and 


as many witneſſes againſt one of theſe poor 
wretches, yet not one of them ſhall agree with 
another in circumſtances, either as to the time 
occaſion, houſe, town, Cc. for being falſe 
they differ in every thing, and do not con- 
form nor have the leaſt reſemblance of one 
another. Let us now ſuppoſe the Priſoner 
Luis to have an addition of proofs hrought a- 
gainſt him, which in all amount to gine or 
ren, which is the requiſite number to be de- 


livered vp to be 


ſentenced ; and here you

ought to take notice, that the Board finds the 


evidence and proofs to be faulty andlinſufficient 
by their requiring ſo many; for by the Law of 


Right three ſufficient ones, agreeing with one a- 


nother, are enough; but as theſe are defective, 

they think to make it up by the great number 

of them, ( which ought not to be; ) for every 

one, being defective, and not agreeing with 

one another, the number of them cannot make 

a full Proof; ſo that many are not better than 

one, and one juſt as good as nothing. And 
how can they then, with ſuch Proofs and Evi- 

dences, inflict capital puniſhments upon a poor 

Priſoner, 

56. By the way you muſt take notice, that 
the Secular Judges, who paſs Sentence upon 
the Priſoners deliver'd up to be judged by 
them, do not ſee the Acts and Proceedings of 
the Proceſſes, and only ground their Sentence 
upon the Act by which they are given up to 
their Judgment, which 1s the only thing they 
are to go by, and which they are allow'd to 
ſee; for if they ſaw and examined the Pro- 
ceedings, they would (according to the di- 
vine, natural and humane Laws) find that they 
had not had fair play, and would have ſuffici- 
ent cauſe to abſolve and diſcharge them, be- 
cauſe of the defects of the proofs, and their Sin- 
gularity in not agreeing together in the leaſt 
circumſtance. . 

57. Suppoſe now, that Luis is already con- 
victed, with ten or twenty more proofs and 
witneſles, (for *tis not impoſſible to happen.) 
But the proofs will always be found to be the 
ſame. as in the example given in the 35th 
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58. The eime of the Auto de Ft drawing 
near, that is within a Fortnight, they carry 
this poor Priſoner before the Board, where 
they tell him theſe words, viz. Prepare thy ſelf 
to go and hear thy Sentence at the Auto de Fe, 
which is to be ſuch a day. And this is the 
way they let them know that they ſhall be 
ſentenced to die, both to thoſe that deny 
what is charged upon them, and thoſe that 
have confeſs'd but part of their charge, to 
whom they give the name of Demenutos, as di- 
miniſhing their faults. For to thoſe that come 
out free, nor thoſe that have confeſs'd, and are 
to come out at the Auto, they make no ſuch noti- 
fication ; but quite contrary they hide it from em 
to the very laſt hour,and in this they make great 
myſtery of Secrecy; ſo that after this manner 
thoſe only who are to be ſentenced to death 
know that the Auto is within about a Fortnight. 

59. This Priſoner Luis is a Chriſtian, who 
would not charge himſelf with what he had 
not done, and therefore ſuffers rather to be 
brought to this paſs, and ſo in all this time, 
without confeſſing himſelf, or any other ſpi- 
ritual conſolation or comfort, than the favour 
and grace of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, who 
gives him conſtancy and ſtrength to ſubject 
himſelf to ſach a death, when by a falſe con- 
feſſion he might free himſelf from it. In 
tine, the Friday before the Auto (which is 
always on a Sunday) in the morning they come 
and tie his hands, and at the ſame time bring 
him a Jeſuit to be his Father Confeſſor, who 
ſtays with him theſe three days; and by that 
reaſon thoſe Fathers know all theſe things ex- 
treamly well, and find out many falſities ated 
in this Tribunal, and many proofs that are im- 

| poſed 
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(61) 
poſed on the Priſoners; for being learned and 
cunning men, they ſearch and. find out the bot- 
tom of this Labyrinth, with a great deal more 
eaſe than others. 

60. This poor Priſoner, after his hands be- 
ing ty'd, makes his Conteſſion, as being re- 
ſolved to die: He gives an account of all what 

ſſes in his heart, and puts himſelf wholly 
into the hands of God, reſolving not to pur- 
chaſe his life at ſo dear a rate, as offending ſo 
highly his Creator, and 
with everlaſting infamy in They change and 
this world, by charging 4:zment the charges 
himſelf and his relations againſ the P _ 

: p K Ju daiſm. _ always to their 
wich the crime be prejudice, deviating 
The Sunday being come, , every thing from 
they carry him to the Au- the Law of Right, 
to de Fe, where he hears and the holy Canons. 
the Sentence of his being 
delivered vp to Juſtice, (as they term it) tho 
for talſe proofs ; and nevertheleſs he remains 
as firm as a Rock in the Faith of Chriſt, offering 
Him all his Sufferings in ſatisfaction of his Sins. 

It is really pity, and who can ſee or hear 
without horror, that Chriſtians ſhould thus 
condemn Chriſtians as being Jews. O terrible 
Tryal ! For many, no doubt, knowing the 
peril they run at the hour of death, and their 
weakneſs and miſery, not to venture their Sal- 
vation in that moment for want of ſtrength 
in faith and conſtancy do confeſs, not in re- 
gard to their life, nor for fear of death, but 
not to hazard their Souls in t hat hour, through 
the natural frailty which poſſeſſes them of not 
forgiving thoſe that have brought them to this 
miſerable condition, nature being apt to 
prompt us to revenge. But leaving —__— 

4 refleQi- 
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refletions; let us return to Lais, who ſtill | 
remains conſtant, and denies the proofs againſt 
him. 

61, From the Auto de Fe they carry the 
Priſoner Luis before the Secular Judges, as we 
ſaid before, who ſee nothing of the Proceedings 
againſt him, but only a copy of the Sentence 
read at the Auto, and upon that they ſentence 
him to death, viz. To be burnt, ſuppoſing that 
the Sentence is well conſider d of and juſt, 
which is much to be doubted. Why do they 
burn alive thoſe, who, after having denied it, 
at laſt confeſs to be of the Law of Moſes; for 
they ask them all in what Law or Faith they 
die ? and they all anſwer, In the Faith of 
Chriſt, as having been always Chriſtians, and 
with moſt devout expreſſions, they make Pro- 
teſtstions of dying in that Faith. Thus they 
ſentence this poor Priſoner to be ſtrangled, and 
his body to be burnt; and from this place 
they carry him to that of execution; and, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, both thoſe that deny and thoſe 
that confeis and die, through Additional Proofs 
(which, as aforeſaid, are all deficient, and do 
not agree with one another) go all the way ma- 
king ſtrong Proteſtations of being Catholicks, 
crying out, that they are Chriſtians, and that 
they never departed from the Faith of Chriſt ; 
that they believe, and will always believe in 
Him ; and that by it they hope for Salvation, 
through the Merits of the Death and Paſſion 
of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; that the ſaid 
Jeſus ſuffers them to die this ignominious 
Death that thereby they may obtain forgive- 
neſs of the many Sins they have committed 
againſt his Divine Majeſty. That they know 
themſelves to be poor miſerable ſigners, — 

that 
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. that they are innocent of what they are going 


to ſuffer for, having always firmly believed 
in, worſhipped and ſcrved our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt; and that they will do it to the laſt 
moment of their Life, conteſſing and acknow- 
ledging him to be the true Chriſt that redeem'd 


all Mankind; that they are Sons of their ho- 


Iy Mother the Roman Catholick Church; that 
they firmly believe all that ſne teaches us, and 


commands us to believe; 
and that for the maintain- 
ing of this Faith they would 


loſe a thouſand Lives. They 


all ſay, that they have in 
abomination the Law of 
Hoſes or Judaiſm, and re- 
vile it to the utmoſt, gi- 
ving ſtrong proots of their 
fear of God, recommending 
themſelves to Chriſt Cru- 
cified, to the moſt holy 


Virgin, and to all the 


Saints. All this, with a- 
bundance of tears and a 
thouſand ſighs from the 
bottom of their hearts ; 


they continue ſo doing to 


their laſt breath, and when 
they are ſtrangling, they 
are ſtill heard to cry out, 
with great devotion, the 
ſweet name of Feſus, Ma- 
72 &c. and when they can 
peak no longer, their acti- 
ons ſtil ſhew the ſame 
zeal and devotion ; and ſo 
they expire with evident

This is to be veriſied 
by what happen'd in 
Coimbra, where the 
E xecutioner flrang- 
ling ene of theſe poor 
Souls, he, though al- 
moſt chonk'd, by his 
flruggling made the 
rope to give à little 
way, and at that in- 
ſtant was heard to 
call aloud on the bleſs 
fed name of Feſus, 
and that with ſuch 
earneſtneſs and ſure 
ſigns of devotion, that 
it plainly appeared 
that he died with that 
moſt ſweet name in 
his heart. This action 
was talen notice of 
by a great many of 
the Spectators, but es 
ſpecially by the Fa- 
ther Confeſſor, who 
accompanied him to 
his execution, who 
made the due and 
Juſt refletions there- 
on, a being a man of 


Learning, and tbere- 
fore readier to male 
ſe of his reaſon. A 
do not think fit to in- 
ſert his name, becauſe 
it is a crime for any 
one to have a grod o- 
pinion of thoſe poor 
dying Sou's : But let 
any one «3h the Fa- 
thers, that go along 
with thiſe poor wret- 
ches to #he place of 
execution, what it u 
they hear them ſay, 
and they ll find this 
and much more to be 
true. And if ſo ma- 
ny (as it is but too 
true) die crying out, 
that they are, and 
have always beenChri- 
ſtians; how is1t then 
that Chriſtian Chari- 
ty allows them to be 
painted in tbe Chur- 
che with Devils of 
ſeveral horribleſtapes, 
> if they were attu- 
ally in Hell.

Let this indecency 
be well conſider d, 
which ought to draw 
abundance of Tears 
from all devout Chri-

Chriſt rooted intheir hearts, 
Cc. that they die in it 
very penitent and ſorrow- 
ſul for all their Sins, as the 
Father Jeſuits, who do al- 
ways aſſiſt them to the laſt, 
will be able to teſtifie, who 
being learned Men, chari- 
table, zealous in the Faith, 
and careful of the ſalva- 
tion of Souls, and above all 
having great experience in 
this matter, are not ſo ea- 
ſily to be impoſed upon, 


and know very well that a 


great many of theſe peo- 
ple that do ſuffer are in- 
nocent of the crimes laid 


.to their charge. At the 


latter end of this Hiſtory 


I ſhall ſet down the caſes 


of ſome Perſons, who have 
died denying what was 
ſworn againſt them, and o- 
thers that have confeſs'd 
part, and not the whole 
Depoſitions, and theſe they 
call Demenutos; but in look- 
ing into the Proceſſes of 
both ſorts, there will be 
found ſo many Confeſſions, 
and ſuch confuſion of mat- 
ters, that it will not be 
hard to believe, (as it is 
but too true) that it is 
what hinders the finding 
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out of the truth. It is 


much to be lamented, and 
| ought to be well conſider'd 


how theſe poor Priſoners, 
who are deliver'd up to the 
Judges ( and are ſure of 
dying) do confeſs, and 
glory in the Faith of Chriſt 


ſtiant they die inno 
cent: ſo that by no 
means they ought to 
ſuffer ſuch things to 
be painted in vhe 
Churches, which may 
any ways provcke the 
Spectators to laughter, 
deriſion, or to caſt a- 
ny infamous reflecti- 


| their error to ſave their life. 


both by words and actions, 
without the leaſt ground 
for people to believe the 
contrary, and how they 
exclaim againſt Judaiſm, and have it in a- 
bomination. How then can they be em-! 
For what Man can be of ſo barbarous a be- 
lief, as to think of ſaving himſelf in a Faith a- 
gainſt which he thus exclaims, and blaſphemes 
at the very hour of hisdeath ! Certainly no man 
in his ſenſes can have ſuch a thought. And 
if they were ewe, how ſhould they deny it 
ſo ſtrongly, and aſſert the contrary, or why 
ſhould they do this ? If they were ſtill in Pri- 
ſon, it might be preſumed (though with very 
little charity) that they endeavour'd to hide 
But when they 
are ſure to die, and within a moment of Exe-

executed wretches. 


| cution, what can they hope for? And why 
| ſhould they then diſſemble, and go to Eternity 
| with a lye in their mouths ? Sure no Chriſtian 


can have ſo uncharitable a thought of a dying 
Man; and who can doubt but a ew, who be- 
lieves himſelf to be in the right, would rather 
think to merit by acknowledging it, and ſuffering 
death for the ſame ! But ſome will perhaps ſay, 
that they do it not to be burnt alive: To which 
I anſwer, that. to prevent it it's ſufficient for 
them that are ——_— the hagds = Ju- 
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ſtice to ſay, that they die in the Faith of Chriſt, | 


and it's not neceſſary they ſhould after that 


make any act of contrition, and ſay what they 


are heard to ſay to their very laſt breath. How 
does it happen then, that theſe dying Men 
make ſo many and ſuch Chriſtian Ejaculations 
with ſo much piety and devotion, pouring forth 
ſuch a torrent of tears? It muſt needs be to 
fave themſelves in the Faith of Chriſt, and 
not in the Law of Aoſes, that they do all 
this; which point ought to be thoroughly con- 
ſider'd, for it is of great importance. 

62, Let us now return with this Priſoner to 
Priſon, and ſuppoſe that he has confeſs'd, and 
that he is to come out reconciled ( as they 
call it) wich Baniſhment, becanſe he did not 
confeſs till after Sentence of death was paſs d 
upon him. | 

63. Luis finding himſelf loaden with wit- 


neſſes and depoſitions, which we ſhall ſuppoſe 


to be fifteen or twenty, every one different, 
ſingular, without agreeing with one another, 
or having the leaſt reſemblance, he ſees that 
his Contradictions will not do, and that he 
has no way left him to make his innocency ap- 
pear, and being weaken'd in his Faith through 
what he hath already ſuffer d, and what he 
finds he muſt ſtill undergo, he at laſt miſerably 
reſolves to confeſs falſhoods, and what he ne- 


ver was guilty of; and entring in conſiderati- 


on within himſelf, how ſhall I, ſays he, be able 
to hit and agree with the witneſſes that have 


fworn againſt me, being falſe, and how ſhall I 


find out and declare their names? But for me, 
ſays he, to agree in the particulars of occaſion, 
time, place, &c, that each of the witneſles 


are ſworn to, and which they have fram'd, 
„ — : it's 
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it's Impoſible It cannot be, ſays our Ptiſoner, 
e moſt of thoſe that have been in 
my caſe, and in the ſame condition J am in, 
can have done it, as being no more- than I 
guilty of what was depoſed againſt them. This 
I know very well, ſays he, Þy woful experi- 
ence, and ſince ſuch and ſuch ones have come 
out free by confeſſing falſhoods, it's plain then 
that it's enough for me to find out the names 
of the witneſfes, who have ſworn againſt me, 
altho' I ſhould differ from what they have de- 
poſed 3. for what has been ſufficient for others 
to get out, mult of conſequence be ſo for me; 
and therefore to find out the right names, fays 
he, I muſt run all the town and towns over 
in my mind, and name all the new Chriſtians, 
(they call new Chriſtiags thoſe who have been 
Jews, or their Fathers before them.) I muſt 
in the firſt place, ſays our diſtracted Priſoner, 
trace all thoſe who are in the Priſons, . and at- 
rwards thoſe that are free, wbom I am and 
ave been the moſt acquainted with, till I can 
find out who are the witneſſes againſt me. 
Having taken this full reſolution, he goes run- 
ning over in his mind all the houſes and ſtreets 
of his town, and the towns of his Country, 
and the names of all ſuch Pat he has had 
any. acquaintance with, and from whom he 
ſuppoſes this evil may come. It happens many 


times that the Priſoners know not the names 


of the Perſons which they would declare, but 
do by ſaying the ſons, daughters, brothers, 
liſters, &'c. of ſuch a one, and ſometimes this 
is enough, In fine, Our Priſoner, having ſuf- 
ficiently ſtudied the Leſſon of Falſhoods, which 
he is to repeat before the Tribunal, he pretends

and only Repetitions; yet comparing the 
Confeſſion of the Priſoner with the Depoſiti- 
ons of the witneſſes againſt him, is the beſt 
and only way to find out che truth, which is 
what we look for, and the chief intent of this 
Work. | 
68. Luis, as we have already ſaid, makes 
his Confeſſion, and te find out the fifteen or 
twenty witneltes, who ſwore againſt him, runs 
over all his Country, and brings in above 
200 Perſons, amongſt which he has the good 
luck to name the aforeſaid witneſſes. Let us now 
ſee how he agrees in his Confeſſion with what 
the three witneſſes, mentioned in the example 
of the 35th Article, have ſworn againſt him, 
and theſe will ſerve for example of all the reſt 


of the witneſſes, for they are all after the

35th Article, That he was with the ſaid Luis 
about ten years ſince in Coimbra, and that they 
were alone ; and then mind how well this 
agrees with what Zuis now ſwears to, both as 
ro time, place, company, &c. And all the

. nerally ſpeaking, agree no better with what has 
been before ſworn againſt them, Secondly, 
You muſt obſerve, that this oath of Luis, al- 
though ſo various from that of Bras, is e- 
nough to procure his diſcharge as to that Ar- 
ticle, and is admitted of by the Holy Office. 
And, Thirdly, That this Depoſition, being 
admitted of as ſufficient for the Article of Bras, 
brings in two other perſons not known before, 
viz. Bernardo and Gil; ſo that, if they are at 
liberty, they are preſently ſent for and taken 
up; and if they are already in Priſon, this 
makes their Caſe ſtill worſe. So that after 
this manner they go on, declaring againſt one 
another, an d thereby create ſuch an _ 
Con- 
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Confuſion, and are ſo entangled, that it can 


never end but by the death of a great many, 
and the baniſhment of others, &c. All this, 
and much more will be found in the Proceſs. 
Let any one examine what grounds they can

And he the ſaid Lorenzo anſwered, 
That it was becauſe of its being againſt 
their Law; and upon this occaſion they all 
declared, that they believed and lived in 
the Law of Moſes; but they did not de- 


clare the Ceremonies they uſed in the obſer- 


vance of the ſaid Law, becauſe there came 
other people to them, and they left thereupon 
that diſcourſe. Let the Reader conſider well, 
and compare this Depoſition with that of Gon- 
zalo in the 35th Article of this Book, and ob- 
ſerve how poſitive both Gonzalo and Luvs are 
in their Depoſitions, though quite different 
from one another ; for it is certain that all the 
Depoſitions of the Priſoners that confeſs, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, do differ as much from thoſe 
ſworn againſt them bythe witneſſes. It ovght 
likewiſe to be taken notice how by this 
Depoſition upon oath, Luis is freed and 
diſcharged the Declaration ſworn againſt 
him by Gonzalo, who now is newly brought in 
and entangled by this Declaration of _ 
off W. 
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with Anoro, Silveſtre and Lorenzo ; and if the 
ſaid 'Gonzalo has not yet declared theſe three 
Perſons, viz. Amoro, Silveſtre and Lorenzo, he is 
now preſs'd again to confeſs, upon account of 
this meeting or company, till he has hit with 
the aforeſaid perſons. This poor man goes in 
the dark and at a venture, not knowing upon 
what account it is that they thus preſs him a- 
gain to confeſs, and then not only brings in 
all thoſe of his town that he tan think of, but 
alſo people that live in remote places, who 
are innocent of any ſuch thing, and never did 
him any harm. So that after this manner the 
whole Kingdom lies expoſed to ruin and deſo- 
lation. At laſt, after his having named a great 
many, he perhaps hits with the aforeſaid A. 
moro, Silveftre and Lorenzo; but you muſt not 
imagine, that when he at laſt brings them in, 
It is with the particulars of their being al! ſet- 
ting with him out of the Bridge of Coimbra, 
as Luis has before declared, nor with any of 
the other circumſtances related by rhe ſaid 
Luis; no, but it is quite after another vy: 
For as the ſtory of Luis was all feigned and 
framed by him, it's impoſſihte that any of the 
others ſhould dame with him in the ſame; 
but every one frames a ſtory as his own fancy 
leads him. And here you muſt note, that as 
they cannot, all invegt' the ſame ſtory, nor 
bring in the ſame Perſons in the company, ſo 
every one brings in Till freſh Perſons, and 
theſe bringing in others, it at laſt cauſes ſuch 
an infinite number to be brought in, and en- 
tangles the matter and confounds it ſo, as is 
inpoſſſbte to expreſs ; and many, becauſe they 
lot invent fuch lyes, ſay, that ſuch a w 
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did declare himſelf in his diſcourſe, without 
naming any Particulars. And the Proof of 
all this will be amply found in the Proceſs. 
By the foremention'd examples, it doth plain- 
ly appear, that thoſe Companies, which the 
Priſoners declare they were in, when fuch and 
ſuch things happen'd, are the cauſe of the con- 
fuſion with which every thing is embarraſs'd 
and confounded ; and you muſt know, that 
there are very few Proceſſes wherein ſuch Gom- 
panies are not declared; and if ſome. of the 
Priſoners, being cautious how to entangle o- 
thers, declare every Perſon ſingly, and not by 
Companies, the Inquiſitors look angry at it, 
and tell them, that they do not ſpeak the truth, 
and ſtill preſs them more and more to make 
larger Confeſſions; and when they continue in 
declaring a ſingle body, they tell them, What 
was there no body elſe with them Were you 
always alone together ! and if the Priſoner ſays, 
Yes, they'll ſay again, Are you ſure there was no 
body belides you and him! Take care, ſay they, 
for at laſt you'll find your error when it's too 
late, and ſuch like queſtions and threats; and 
the poor miſerable Souls, frightned by theſe 
Speeches, and finding that they will have them 
to bring in whole Companies, alter their diſ- 
- courſe, and frame Companies of ten or twelve 
perſons. This way. of forcing the Priſoners 
to declare whole Companies by threats, &. 
is not to be found in the Proceſſes; for theſe 
diſcourſes, nor many other things in prejudice 
of the Tribunal, are not writ down, and it 
will be a hard matter to find this out; for the 
poor Souls that have gone through it, are not 
allow'd to open their mouth, and only in their 


private Confeſſions may ſpeak without danger.

69th. Secondly, That if the Declaration of this 
Franciſco could be ſeen, it would be found to 
take alſo a quite contrary way ; and if there 
were a thouſand, there would not be found 
two alike ; how then can they be true ? And, 
Thirdly, That the poor Franci/co, upon the 
Depoſitions of Juan, Luis and. Bautiſta, alt ho 
all different, muſt be ruined one way or other, 
for he muſt either declare againſt his Mother, 
or elſe die. Oh jeſus, what a Labyrinth is 
this that theſe poor Souls are brought into! 

72. We make no remark upon the Com- 
pany or Meeting declared by Franciſco, with 
Manoel and Luis, upon his Confeſſion upon 
oath, becauſe that by the foregoing example 


of Franciſco, we have fully ſhewn what theſe 


Companies or Meetings are ; how by them 
the miſerable Priſoners, and thoſe that are at 
liberty, are entangled and oppreſs'd; and how 
the Tribunal admits of them, although they 


diſagree ever ſo much with one another. No 
ave

have alſo made appear what a confuſion and 
irreparable prejudice this way of bringing in 
whole Companies is to thoſe poor Souls, tho? 
ever ſo innocent, by the continual accuſing of 
one another, of which there is no end. | 


73. And it's farther to be obſerv'd, that 


what facilicates theſe Confeſſions, is the caſe 
with which they are admitted to make them, 
by only hitting the names, though all the reſt 
of the circumſtances be quite contrary. For if 
the Priſoners were obliged to agree in the 
facts, and diſcourſes ſpoke of in the ſaid Com- 


panies, as alſo in;the perſons preſent in them, 


and in other circumſtances, as of words, oc- 
caſion of their meeting, the time when, &c. 
there would not, nay, there could not be fo 
many falſe Confeſſions. The Board of Inqui- 
fition ought to go ſtill farther, and ask both 
the Deponents and Priſoners, what cloaths 
every one of the Company had on, and ſeve- 
ral other particulars, ia order to compare 
one Declaration with another, and by theſe 
means the truth might be found out; for if 
theſe Meetings or Companies be real, they may 
and ought all to agree with one another; for, 
according to Law and — there ought to 
be all imaginable diligence ſearch made to 
farhom and find out the truth, more eſpecial- 
ly: in matters whereon both the Souls, Lives, 
Honour and Eſtates of ſo many people does 
depend. And theſe poor wretches do not ask 
or deſire that their faults be forgiven them, 
but only that the ſtricteſt examens be made into 
the matter, and that thoſe may ſuffer that 
have Depoſitions that agree againſt them, 
but” that it be not allow'd to every one to 
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frame what lyes and ſtories he ſhall think fit, 
bringing in others to ſave himſelf; and by this 
way of proceeding in the Proceſſes of theſe 
poor Priſoners, there will be ſome probability 
that the human frailty of the Inquiſitors may 
act with certainty in taking all poſſible means 
to do it, leaving the reſt to God, who is the 
only ſes of Mens hearts, and to whom alone 
the Judgment thereof doth belong. I leave 
the conſideration and deciſion of this point to 
Doctors of Divinity and Men of Learning, 
who are the beſt Judges of it, ſaying only 
here what in my capacity I think my ſelt obliged 
ingenuouſly to do. 

74. To conclude, tis certain that the root 
and beginning of all this evil conſiſts in not 
obliging the Priſoners that confeſs to agree 
in their Confeſſions and Depoſitions with what 
hath been ſworn agaiaſt them, as fully appears 
by the aforeſaid examples: For the Board diſ- 
pences with all Law and Reaſon, which teach- 
eth us, that the Confeſſion of the Criminal 
t to agree with the Depoſition of the 
Witneffes : And if they follow'd this Max im, 
the Priſoners that are Chriſtians could not de- 
clare themſelves to be Jews ; for they could 
not be able to agree with the Witneſſes in 
facts which they never were guilty of, nor in 
the circumſtanges of them, as not knowing 


what is falſely declared againſt them by the 


Witneſſes; and thoſe only might agree with 
the Depoſitions, who wers guilty of it, and 
had committed ſuch Facts. And who can de- 
ny that way and means to be both juſt, pious, 
and moſt convenient of gny, by Which the 
truth is moſt likely to be found out, the Inno- 
cent favoured and freed, and the Guilty pu- 
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of Complaint to the Priſoners, and theſe may 
have none to find fault with the judges, and 
by which alſo the good Men may have op- 
portunity given them to make their Innocen- 
cy appear, and the bad ones be forced to ac- 
knowledge their Guilt. Such a way ſure would 
be both pleaſing to God, and approved of all 
good Chriſtians. And this is ſo ſubſtantial a 
point, and it would ſo well zuſtiſie the Holy 
Tribunal in its actions, that the Miniſters 
thereof ought to take in very good part the 
Zeal and godly Intent with which this is writ- 
ten; for although the "Miniſters of the Holy 
Tribunal know moſt of this, and other things 
which paſles therein, yet there are ſome cir- 
cumſtances known out of the Holy Office, 
which the reſpect or awe of the place cauſes 
them to be ignorant of. And for this reaſon 
the moſt excellent Duke Inquiſitor-General 
endeavouring, out of his great Zeal; to find 
out a means for preventing the Swearing of 
falſities in the Holy Office, and a way how to 
find them out, ask'd the opinion of ſeveral Per- 
ſons out of the ſaid Office in this matter; and 
we do not queſtion but his Excellency did wiſh 
in his heart to accompliſh it. But the diſcourſe 
and reaſons upon that Subject, which, by his 
Excellency's Order, were drawn up and given 
in, could not come to his Hands by reaſon of 
his ſudden lIIneſs, which was ſoon follow'd 
by his Death, which is much to be lamented ; 
for no doubt had his Excellency lived, he 
would have apply'd a proper Remedy to all 
theſe ſfrange and unaccountable Proceedings.

God for bid we ſhould judge, it only apper- 
taining to him to ſound the hearts of men) 
yet experience ſhews us, that theſe proceed- 
ings are not only inſignificant, but very pre- 
judicial, and the cauſe of great evils. And 
is there any man of ſenſe, who finding 
himſelf worſe by the uſe of a remedy or Phy- 
ſick, would {till perſiſt in the taking of it? 
No certainly, he'll leave it, and try another, 
or at leaſt will .have it fo altered, as that 
it may ſerve the end which he takes it for. 
In the like manner the Holy Office being 
for the preventing of Judaiſm, yet, by the 
many abuſes and ſtrange proceedings crept 
in it, proving quite contrary, and rather to 
promote the increaſe of it; why do not thoſe 


wo procured and adminiſter that remedy, 


find ſome other more effectual, or at leaſt ſo 
mend and new model this, as to make it an- 


fiver the pious and good end it was at firſt 


ſet up for. Formerly the number of the 
condemned Priſoners was a great deal leſs 
than it is now, and the Auto's de fe ſeldom 
were of above forty or fifty ; bat now they 


are ſcarce under a hundred and fifty; nay, 


ſome have been of above two hundred Pris 
ſoners. Either they are juſtly condemned or 
not ; if they are, *tis a plain Proof, that the

high time to look out for another- And if 
they are not, it's very neceſſary to alter it, 
ſo as that the innocent may not any longer 
ſuffer. Are not the lawes and cuſtoms alter- 
ed every day for the better? Are not all the 
Tribunals of juſtice new modelled very of- 
ten for the more juſt adminiſtration there- 
of ? Hath not the very Tribunal of the In- 
uiſition been altered from its firſt inſt itu- 
en? Why then ſhould not the proceedings 
of the Taid Tribunal (which plainly appear 
to be ſo prejudicial to the ſouls, lives, 
honour and eſtates of ſo many people) be 
amended ſo, as to ſerve the true end which the 
Holy Mother-Church did at firſt ſet it up for? 
which was for preyenting Judaiſm, and not 
to encreaſe it, as it is but too evident it has 
done for many years. Theſe poor people 
do not deſire a general Pardon, nor many 
other things, which the hatred of ſome peo- 
ple makes them ſuggeſt ; they only deſire, 
that the Proceſſes, Confeſſions, and other In- 
conveniencies aforeſaid, may be look'd into, 
and that a ſufficient and proper remedy

matter as this is may not be judged o 
the ſayings and reports of a barbarous and. 
prejudiced ſort of People, but by men of 
e piety, virtue and learning; after a 
- ull examen of the matter; ſuch men would 
be the moſt proper judges of it. In fine, 
I they delire, That thoſe to whom God has 
1 given the power in hand, may not have 
8 their hands tied up, and that truth may pre- 
E vail over talſhood, prejudice, and fancies of 
people. This is a point of the greateſt im- 
portance

I continued at his houſe 
till 1678, at which time a Dutchman, who li- 
ved alſo there, being taken very ill, they had 
a mind to pervert him; but not'being able 
to work any thing upon him, he anſwer⸗ 
ing them to all their queſtions, Ieł canniet 
Verſtaen. They defired me to explain what 
they ſaid ro him, to which propofition 1 
anſwered, I could not comply; becauſe of 
my being of the ſame Religion that he was 
of: They told me, that that Religion had 
been reformed and compoſed by ill perſons, 
and for to pleaſe Libertines, and that the 
Pope was the Vicar of Jeſus- Chriſt 3; to 
Which I anſwered, That I had never heard

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"a our Miniſters preach any thing elſe but the 


Goſpel, with ſtri& orders to follow what! 
our Saviour had commanded us; and that as | - 


to the Pope, I acknowledged him not as 
Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt. The 17th of Decem- 
ber 1678, the Holy Sacrament being carried 
through the ſtreet about nine a clock, I met 
it, and would not kneel, and at ten I was, by 
your order, taken up and carried Priſoner 
to the Houſe of Don Pedro Eſtrada, where I 
ſtaid a fortnight with my feet in the Stocks, 
having very little victuals brought me every 
four and twenty hours. When your ſecond 
order came, I was taken out of that Priſon, 
being very weak for want of Victuals, and 
they having clapt a pair of Irons upon my 
legs I was carried ont of town in a coach, 
and there delivered to Nicolas le Noir of St. 
Fohn de los Tainne, who ſat me on horſe-F 
back, at night they hand-cuft me; and in 
this condition I was delivered into your 
hands like a murderer. * 

Queſt. VV would you not kneel ? 

An ſw. Becauſe of my having read in the 
Holy Scripture, that the greateſt puniſh- 
ment which God ever inflicted upon his peo- 
ple was upon the account of Idolatry; and 
that Tobie hid himſelf to avoid kneeling be- 
fore Baal. | „ 

He that took my declaration was called 
Don Martin de Sotto y Guſman, he propoſed to] & 
me, that 1 ſhould abjure my Religion; I an % 
ſwered him, I could nor would-nct-do it 
He faid, you ſhall then ſtay in this Country 
I anſwered him, I believed not: Upon _ 
8 3 . F e 
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e grew very angry, and faid, he would have 
me Fort. 81 3 W 
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After this I was ſent back to my private 
Fuse where I faw no .other — but 

im that uſed to bring me my victuals. 
Every morning when he came he ſaid, Praiſ- 
ed be the Holy Sacrament of the Altar, and 
the ſame in the evening when he brought 
my ſupper. If I anſwered him nothing, he 
complained, that I was inſolent. My anſwer 
was generally; Praiſed be our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
and ſometimes, Praiſed be God: They brought 
me a Candle every other day, and I had one 
hundred and eighty two left when I came 
out that I had not uſed. The Fiſcal, who 
is a ſort of Judge, viſited me every Satur- 
day during five months, endeavouring to con- 


vert, or rather pervert me. He always ask- 


ed me at his coming in, how it went with 
me; and I anſwered him, very badly in 
this ſolitary and melancholy place. At 
the five months end I asked him for a 
book; what book, ſaid he. I anſwered him, I 
would gladly have one that was written by 
Louis de Grenade, about the Chriſtian belief: 
He ſent it me, and I read it: About a fortnight 
after he ſent for it again, and in this manner 
I paſſed ſix months. I reſolved never to ask 
to be carried before the Tribunal. They 
gave me victuals which made me diſtracted 

and heated me to that degree, that my hea 

was ready to ſplit with pain; I loſt my 
Stomach entirely, could ſleep neither night 
nor day. I had the Piles, which were caug'd 
by that exceſſive heat of body which the 
2 K 4 Victnals 


—— — 


Victuals had put me in: In fine, I had gi- 
ven my life for a farthing: At three months 
end 1 was as dry as a board, I could lie 
neither upon my back nor ſides, my body 
was ſo lean and empty that it ſeemed a 
Lanthorn, and I talked to my ſelf like a 
Parrot; this laſted to the year's end, at 
which time I was carried re the Tribu- 
nal. The Fiſcal produced his accuſations 
againſt me; in which he charged me with 
all the evil that a man can poſſibly be thought 
to be guilty of; to which I anſwered the 
beſt I could during 5 or 6 days. 

Accuſed, Of having been of the Roman Re- 
ligion, and that in England and Holland I 
had been perſwaded to embrace the bad Re- 
ligion I am now of. - 

I anſwered, That the Oath which 1 had 
taken, of my having bcen always of the 
Proteſtant Religion, was true; and that if 
they could prove that ever I had apoſtati- 


gour of juſtice. | . 
Accuſed, Of being guilty of enormous 
crimes, for which I had deſerved puniſhment, 
I declared and told the Fiſcal, that I was 
a French man, and that if I-had committed 
any robbery, or other crime in France, I 
thought the juſtice was ſo ſtrictly admini- 
ſtred there, that I ſhould ſcarce have eſca- 
— rout puniſhment ; and that if I had 
led ſome Spaniards whilſt at war with 
France, the more the better; but that this 
was nothing to the matter in hand, and for 
which I was brought there, and that as to 
the reſt, (that is other too uſual crimes) 4 


zed, I was ready to ſubmit to the utmoſt ri- 


ers to our Lady the mother of God, it velng

he fhould put in Priſon any of thoſe men 
whom he could think the beſt livers, and reck+ 
oned the moſt honeſt, and there accuſe them 
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of having committed crimes againſt the com- 


mandments of God, he ſhonld hardly find 
one that would ſwear himſelf not guilty : 
And that he might by himſelf know the 
frailty of our nature, which prompts us to 
evil, and keeps us from doing that which 


is good. WF 
Gneſtioned, Why 1 had a Pſalm book, and 


whether it was not to teach my curſed ſet to 


others, it being forbidden to read the Ho- 
ly Scripture in the vulgar tongue, 

I anſwered, That I had this book for to 
comfort me; and that if in Spain and at 
Rome it was forbidden to read the Holy 
Scripture, the Miniſters of our Religion ated 
quite contrary ; for they commanded the 
reading of it as the Apoſtles had done, 
ſaying, Enquire diligently in the Scriptures, 


& c. and that my deſign was not to preach 


either for or againſt their Religion. 

Accuſed, That a book was found upon 
me, called, The life of Ruyter a Heretick, and 
queſtioned, whether it was to ſhew the ho- 
neſty of thoſe of my Religion. 

I anſwered, That I had that book to read, 
and conſider the life and fortune of that 
great Captain of illuſtrious memory, and 
not for matter of Religion. 

Accuſed, That being reading in a Spanifh 
book called, Ramillete de Flores, i. e. a Noſe- 
gay, in which is the Lord's-Prayery and pray-

N I ͥũ had anſwered, That thoſe to God were 
* good, but that the others ere not made 
uſe of in our Religion: Leading, or endea- 
vouring by this to lead people from the right 
into the wrong way. 1 
I anſwered, That at my Miſtreſs Mary de 
Pinas's houſe, there was a little boy whoſe 
name was Timotheo, whom I carried often 
to School; that one day having taken his 
book, and reading in it before his God-mo- 
ther, ſhe had asked me the ſame queſtion as 
the Fiſcal had reported, and that I made her 
the anſwer which I was now accuſed of. 

Accuſed, That a Prieſt having asked me 

why I did not go to maſs, I had auſwered, 
that I did not eat maſſes, deſpiſing thereby 
the Holy Sacrament of the Altar. 
I anſwered, That it was true, that a 
Prieſt having. bid me go to maſs, I had an- 
ſwerd him that J did not eat maſſes, with- 
out any deſign of reflecting on the ſervice 
of. the maſs. 

Accuſed, That having been deſired to wear 
a pair of Beads, to pray with them the mo- 

ther of God: I had anſwered, that I did 
not pray to God by tale, but as often as 
he inſpired me to do it. 

I anſwered, That it was true, and that 
had fome knowledge, that it was not long 
ſince that way of praying was practis'd. 

Accuſed, That having ſeen the Holy Sa- 
crament go by, I had mot paid to it the Ho- 
mage and Reſpects due to its Divinity, 

1.4 cauſing thereby great ſcandal. , | 
9 4 TL anſwered, That it was true, that the 
2 * of the Rom iſh Church had paſſed 
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by, and that 1 had not paid Homage tots oo 


looking upon it as a ſort of Idolatry, 
not to cauſe ſcandal. ' 
Accuſed, Of having contradicted the ho- 
nour due to the Pope of Rome, denying the 
authority given him by our Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt. + | 
I anſwered, That it was true, that I had 
always heard our Miniſters preach, that the 
Pope was not the. Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt. 
Accuſed, That having asked me why I 


had no images to pray to, at leaſt that of 


my patron St. Lewis; I had anſwered, that 
it was a ſort of Idolatry, and that in what 
place ſoever one was hid to pray, God 
knew the heart. | 

I anſwered, That this was trne, and that 
it was what I had often heard and read, 
and that our Saviour ſaid, Come to me all ye 
that are heavy laden, and I ſhall give you reſt 7, 
and what elſe I could think of upon that 
ſabjet. 

At every article the chief Inquiſitor ſaid 
always, Let us write it down. After ha- 
ving anſwered to all the accuſatious laid a- 
gainſt me, this not ſatisfying the Fiſcal aud 
the Holy Tribunal, they accuſed me of having 
deceived the Holy Office, and — 
that I ſhould be put to the ordinary and 
1 Torture, to make me confeſs. 
To which I anſwered, that they ought to 
be ſatisfied with the Torture which they 
had made me ſuffer in the Priſon, by the 
bad Victuals which had been given me by 


their order. After this they ſent me back 
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2 my private Priſon, and I was no longer 


under the Fiſcal's juriſdiction. 

The chief Inquiſitor viſited me every Sa- 
turday during three months, preſſing me 
every time to abjure my religion; but I 
would neither hearken or obey to his urg- 
ing ſollicitations. They proceeded then to 
give me ſuch violent ſort of Victuals which 
turned my head and brains in ſuch a man- 
ner, that I knew not what I either did or 
faid : infomuch that in one of theſe fits I 


window, This laſted a whole year, during 
which I pulled to pieces a pair of filk- 
ſtockings, which I had, and with the ſilk 
and ſome of the boards of my Bed I con- 
trived a ſort of Harp, which having heard 
me play upon, they took it from me. Af- 
ter this I contrived another way how to 
divert my ſelf, and paſs away the time; I 
undid another pair of Stockings, which 1 
had with me, and with part of the Woor- 
ſted, made my felt a Cap, and with the 
reſt of it | made Galloon. I made a ſort 
of Needles, to weave my Cap with, ont 
of ſome boards of my Bed, which I cut 
out with a piece of the lock of my Trunk, 
having ſharpened it for that purpoſe upon 
Bricks. Some Gays I made almoſt three 
yards of Galloon, and then undid it again, 
and ſo on, to divert my melancholy thoughts. 
The ſecond year being at an end, They 
carried me before the Tribunal, where, in- 
ſtead of ſeeing the Inquiſitor and the Fiſcal, 
as I had before, I found a great many Ec- 
cleſiaſticks and Lawyers.

had like to have thrown my ſelf out of a

gun to ſpeak, and beſtowed on me the Ti- 
tle of Brother; telling me, that God had 
made uſe of all theſe ways to open my eyes, 
and had brought me into their power for 
the ſalvation of my ſoul. | 

I anſwered him, That it had been God's 
will to let all theſe puniſhments and afflicti- 


ons fall upon me, in order to awake me, and - 
to make me conlider the many fins which 


I had committed againſt his Divine Majeſty, 
and to try in a greater meaſure the reſoluti- 
on and conſtancy which I had ſhewn at the 
ſame time that others had abjured their Re- 
ligion, for the ſake of ſome conveniencies 
in this world, and not out of a perſwaſton of 
their being in the wrong; and that I prayed 
God to fortific me in this terrible trial. He 


repeated then ſeveral paſſages of the Holy 


Scripture, which he pretended made againſt 
me. 

After this,another begun his diſcourſe, and 
faid, Is it poſſible, my fon, that your heart 
can be fo hardened, as not to conſider the 
wonders of God, who has brought you be- 
fore the Holy Tribunal, that yon might 
therein find the ſalvation of your ſoul, Af- 
ter which he brought the Parable of the 
Vine, and ſaid, That God had fent to ſeek 
for labourers for his Vine both in the morn- 
ing, noon, and evening; and feveral other 
things which I am not capable of forming 


into a diſcourſe, and which it's impoſſible 


for me to relate in the ſame ſtile. 
To this I anſwered, Your Reverence ſhall 
forgive me if I ſpeak here my *

A Jeſuit, who was the neareſt to me, be- 
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ty of ſpeaking ; Therefore, I fay, that our 
viour jeſus Chriſt called the people to him 
by his preaching and admoniſhing of them, 
and that he never-made uſe of ſecret Priſons, 
fetters, &c.,* That his Deputy St. Peter, 


ſceked not for falſe witneſſes to make thoſe 


periſh that would not obey him. And that 


St. Jahn the Baptiſt, by his exemplary virtues, 


called the people to him. That after all, I 
ſhould make no diſtinction between my abju- 
ring before Mahomet, if I were in the Tark's 


wer, and the doing of it before this Tri- 


unal on this occaſion. That if I had of- 
fended and fianed by my not kneeling be- 
fore a thing which I could not believe in, 
they ought to have reprehended me in'a bro- 
therly manner, but not to uſe violent means 
for it; for I knew very well, that when 
our Saviour made his entry into Feruſalem, 
ſome did cut branches or bows of Trees, 
and ſtrowed the ground with them ; others 


btleſs they had not all paid that reſpect 
and homage to him ; and that I never found 
in the Goſpel, that our Saviour had made 


- uſe of any hard means or puniſhments to 


bring the people to him; but rather of the 
benignity and tenderneſs of a father towards 
his children. | 

The others begun to talk, and run down 
the Proteſtant Religion, ſaying, That it had 


been invented by one Calvin, Who was a ve- 


ry ill man, and had been whipt, Cc. To 
Which I anſwered, That I knew of no ſuch 
_ © „ Religion 
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Religion as the Religion of Caluin, but that 


| nome, aſſuring all thoſe doQors, of my firm 
re 
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my Religion was that of Chriſt. ö 
They went on with their diſcourſes, and 
called me blind, and ſaid, That I was an 
ill man to be thus rebellious to the will of 
God. I defended my ſelf as well as I could, 
ſaying, That if my Religion had not been 
from God, I had long ſince been overpow- 
ered by the violences and ill treatments which 
I had ſuffered in the Priſons, and eſpecially 
ia the ſecret one : Moreover, that I believed 
I was in the right way, and that this was my 


olution to die, rather than to commit ſo 
baſe a thing, and of the hope which I con- 
cezved. from ſo glorious a death, inſtead of 
a ſnameful remorſe during my life time, de- 
ſiring them, it they thought fit, to proceed 
to the execution of my body ; to which they 
anſwered, in due time. a 

They named to me four Attornies, and 
bid me to chuſe one to defend my cauſe. I 
told them, how can one of your members 
defend me; ſeeing that I act againſt your own 
will and pleaſure? I will have, ſaid I, no 
other advocate here to defend my cauſe but 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, whom I heſeech to 
ſtrengthen me by his holy Spirit againſt all 
theſe temptations. 

They again bid me to do it: I named 
one, who preſently begun to argue with 
me after the Lawyer's way; repreſenting 
to me, by a great many fine words, the 
goodneſs and charity of the Holy Tribunal 
in goudeſcending and offering to receive and 
forgive me; but that inſtead of taking hold 
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of this happy opportunity to ſave both my 
body and ſoul; I ſtill continued obſtinate- 
ly and blindly to run on to my entire ruin 
both here and- hereafter. I told him he 
reached in vain: After which he deſiſted 
Hook my cauſe, and I begged to die. 
After all this they ſent me back again 
to my ſecret Priſon, where I immediately 
kneeled down, returning God moſt hearty 
thanks for his aſſiſtance in my paſt Trials, 
begging at the ſame time the continuance af 
it in thoſe which I was likely ſtill to un- 
dergo; after which I ſung a Pſalm. 

The chief Inquiſitor, Don Juan de Miel, 
came to viſit me every Saturday, and al- 
ways asked me how I did. I generally an- 
ſwered him, as well as I could in this place. 
Do you want any thing, ſaid he? 1 told 
him yes, I want the patience of Job, the 
virtue of Joſeph, the wiſdom of Solomon, the 
reſolution of Tobie, the repentance of Da- 
vid, juſtice from your Tribunal, and a quick 
expedition. He anſwered me, That as 
ſoon as the Verification was made, I ſhould 
bave juſtice done me. | 

In this manner did I paſs the third year, 


but afterwards they gave me ſuch unwhole- 
ſome food, that it brought upon me a vio- 
lent and continual looſneſs, which laſted 
between three and four months; and I be- 
came as lean and as dry as a Red-herring. 
I ſung, cried, and fought with the Fiſcal, as 
if he had been with me, telling him that 
he was worſe than an infidel. However I 
_ eſcaped theſe three years without _ lick,

being pretty well uſed in the beginning, 
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Tas troubled with the Toothiach} and:

had one pulled ont. 8 

The fourth and laſt year paſſed with very 
little ſollicitation from my enemies the In- 

uiſitors, but with great torments, cauſed by 
the bad victuals which were given me during 
five months. — 

In the month of November, they carried 
me before the T ibunal; where the firſt In- 

uiſitor ſaid to me, by virtue of the Oath 
which you have taken of ſpeaking the truth, 
I command you to tell me whether you con- 
tinue in the ſame mind and ſentiments as 
before. I anſwered, yes I did, with tears 
in my eyes, believing that the time of my 
death was at hand. Afterwhich my ſentence 


Was read in theſe words, vis. 


We have found that we onght to con- 
demn, and we do by this actually eondemn 
the aforeſaid Lou. Ram, to be baniſhed out 
of this Kingdom of Nen-Spain, and to that 
effect he ſnall be delivered into the officers of 


War's hands, and put into the Royal Priſons * 


This Royal Priſon was formerly the ba- 
lace of the great Monteſuma, when he was 
Emperor of Mexico. After the ſentence 
being read, the firſt Inquiſitor ſaid to me, 
Do you not promiſe, (by the oath vou have 
taken) not to divulge any thing of what 
has been done or ſaid to you here, under 


the penalty of two hundred laſhes! To 


which I anſwered, That whilſt I continued 
in the dominions of the King of Spain, I 
would not ſay any thing of it; but that when 
I ſhould come to France, I muſt of neceſlity 
—— 4 rd 
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and ho I had been all this white: And up- 
on this they made me take afreſh oath, 
After this they carried me into another 
Priſon in the firſt Court, from whence 1 
could ſce the people that walked in the 
ſtreet, and they gave me good victuals du- 
ring ſeven or eight days; in which time 
my ſight became ſtronger, having almoſt 
loſt it before through the ill food which 
they had given me. I was then carried 
into the aforeſaid Royal Priſon: As ſoon as 
came there, they clapt fetters upon my 
legs. The next Sunday after, at the Maſs- 
time, for which purpoſe there is a Chap- 
| in the ſaid Priſon, all the Priſoners are 
rought out of the Dungeons and other 
places, and carried into a great Hall join- 
ing to the ſaid Chappel. When the Goaler 
came to me, I told him, That thoſe of my 
Religion did not go to Maſs: He gave no- 
wa © tice of it to the Tribunal, and I was put 
1 in a room by my ſelf, as if they had feared 
* that 1 ſhould breed an infection; where I re- 
nn mained, during three months, very ill uſed, 
1498 | The Vice-Roy with all the Judges came to 


_:  ' viſit the Priſon at Chriſtmas : I begg'd of him 
= that I might have ſome eaſe from the hard- 
ſhips J endured, telling him at the ſame time 
how much I had ſuflered, and the extream 
want of neceſlaries I was now brought to. 
After this I was transferred from the 
Royal Priſon to Miſcbvac, which is a,Vil. 
, lage about 4 or 5 miles from Adexieo 3 1 
_  - was. put there in a Manufacture: of Cloth, 
1 which ĩs the place where all the thieves: and 
male factors Which are condemned by the 
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juſtice, are*brought and fold. During my 
ſtay there, on the Eve of St. Rocg, they 
gave us all our Tasks for the next day; but 
a fire happened that night in our Work- 
houſe, which was attributed to the diſplea- 
fure of St. Rocq; becauſe they had deſigned 
to make us work on that Feſtival: Upon 
this they brought immediately St. Rocg in 
Proceſſion to our houſe, and ſaid a Maſs to 
him to appeaſe him. 

One Thomas of Plymouth, whoſe ſirname 
I cannot remember, turned Roman Catholick, 
upon which he was re-baptized, and took 
for his God-father the maſter of the Manu- 
facture; after the ceremony being over, they 
ſent him to give an account of his converſi- 
on, or rather perverſion, to the Tribunal. 
I gave him a letter, by which I complained 
of the ill uſage I -had met with, and of 
being detained ſo long, as alſo of my being 
brought thither by order of the Tribunal; 
deſiring that if they were reſolved to make 
me end my days in this Country, they would 7. 
at Ieaſt let me have the neceſſary Cloths and 
Victuals: I received the following anſwer, 


I have ſeen Mr. Louis Ram?'s letter, by 
which I find that he is in the Manufacture, 
I underſtood that he was on his way for 
Spain; but as it is not ſo, he muſt preſent 
a. Petition to Don Jacinto de Valgue y— 
Campoſana, Preſident of the Criminal-affairs, 
which 1 did.

In the holy week many people go to the 
Churches with Masks on, and whip them- 
ſelves ſeverely through the ſtreets, -their 
backs being naked; inſomuch that ſome of 
them are all over blood; and theſe they call 
Penitents. They carry at the ſame time in

ry alſo in the ſaid Proceſſion the figure of a 

woman, to whom they give the title of the 

Mot her of God; and there are masked men 
hich go along dancing and making a thou- 

Lad aidicatons geſtures before theſe images.” 

Theſe men are dreſſed with Cloths of all 

colours like Harliquins; and ſome have long 

tails hanging behind them. Theſe, they

made me get up and down with all this 

weight, and the Mule was ſo vicious and 

full of tricks, ae they gave it me 
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in hopes that ſhe ſhould break my neck 


About this time I had "the news of Don Mar- 


tin de Soto the Inquiſitor's being dead; it 


was him that had threatned to have me 
burat. , * 

At my arrival in the Priſon of Vera. Crus, 
they took my Fetters off, and put me in a 
Dungeon, without giving me any thing of 
what the King of Spain allows for the Pri- 
ſoners : However, I lived pretty well; for 
the maſter whom I had ſerved here formerly, 
ſent me every day a pound of bread, .and 
the Vicar or Lecturer of the Place, who 
thought to gain more upon me than the In- 
quiſitor had been able to do, came to viſit me 
twice a week, and gave me always money to 
buy neceſlaries. 1 A 

| There was one hundred and eight Bucca- 
neers taken at Tanpicq, amongſt whom were 
fourteen officers, which were brought to Ye. 
ra-Crus to have their Proceſſes made them; 
they were all condemned to be ſtrangled, 
each of them at a ſtake: Upon their arri. 


yal I was lockt-up, that 1 might not ſpeak 
to them. They were ſollicitec 
days, to abjure their Religion; but — 1 


„during ſome 


that they would not do it, they were carrie 
to the place of execution the 20th of June. 
Five of them died without abjuring, but nine 
demanded to be brought back to Priſon to 
change their Religion: They were accord- 
ingly brought back, after which they were 
ordered to waſh themſelves, and had every 
one a clean ſhirt given them; having ſhift- 
ed themſelves, they ordered them to chuſe 
God-fathers, and the next day they werg 
ASE Rnd Fer 
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re- baptized. They were very much made 
of, and, did eat and drink very heartily, 
believing themſelves ſure of their lives; 
but the night following they were ordered 
to remember their abjuration, and to do the 
acts of Roman Catholicks; and the next day 
there was a great dinner prepared, where I 
was invited, and ſat at the upper end of 
the table, between the Major and the Vicar. 
I had then a vaſt long Beard on, for which 
reaſon ſome of the company called me the 
Papas, which is a name they give to grave 
and learned old men. They were extream 
civil to me, and the Major defired me to 
have my beard ſhaved off, which I inſtant- 
ly complied with. The entertainment be- 
ing over, the pretended good Chriſtians 


were carried to the place of Execution, 


without any farther notice given them, 
and eight of them were actually execu- 
ted. In the ſtrangling of the ninth, called 
John Morgan, born at Barbadoes, whom his 
God-father had a mind to fave, becauſe of 


his being a very fine man, and captain of a, 


company of ſoldiers, in which poſt he had 
been very merciful and kind to the Priſoners 
of T; anpiey; three ropes broke about his neck, 
and after the third time he was taken up and 
put in a Coach which the Jeſuits had there, 
and carried to their Convent. They gave 
out, that he had ſeen the Virgin Mary, and 


that he never believed he ſhonld die: And 


they came to tell me this ſtory. 

Some time after there came to town a 
Father of the Miſſion, as they. call them, 
which are thoſe that are ſent from Spain, to 
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this man was look'd upon as a Saint; he 
uſed to preach all day in the Churches, and 
at night in the ſtreets. I was told that he 
had been #aiſed ſeveral times from out of 
his Pulpit while he — and that God, 
through. his Divine Bounty to maukind, 
had been pleaſed to continue him in his 
poſt, and not to take him up into Heaven. 
This ſaid Father came to the Priſon where 
I was, and after ſpeaking a few words to 
me, fell a conjuring the devil to come our 
of me; upon which I told him, I did not 
know any thing of my being poſſeſt : He 
went away, and I remained in my Priſon 
till the month of November. | | 

It was ſaid at the Yera-Crus, that they had 
ſeen near the Sun two Oſtias, (which is the 
name they give to the Wafer, uſed by the 
Roman Catholicks for the Sacrament, after 
Conſecration ) that had been loſt when the 
Buccaneers plundered that place; and I my 
ſelf ſaw ſome Spaniards ſtaring in a look» 
ing glaſs ſet in the Sun to ſee it. 5 

Some days after there came from Mexi- 
co, five Engliſh Priſoners, who had made 
their eſcape from the Manufacture of Cloth, 
and had gone as far as the old Vera-Crus, 
which is about fifteen miles diſtance from 
the new one, they were ſeized there and 
brought to Priſon, and put in the Stocks: 
And one Juan Corſe, Captain of a Spaniſh 
half -Galley, came there and cut all their 
Throats, without any farther proceſs or no- 
tice given them. 
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preach to the Indians, and to convert them; | 
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Don Pedro de Eſtrada and the Vicar, who 
had uſed me fo ill, died in the hands of 
the Buctanecers. They give here I'berty to 
the ſlaves of aſſembling themſelvgs in a cer- 
tain place, where they uſe to dahce and be 
merry; but this is only upon Sundays and 
Holydays, and to obtain this favour they muſt 
each of them pay half a Rial, which is a- 
bout three ' pence half peny, which is laid 
out in Maſſes to the Virgin Mary. 

I proceed now to give an account of my 
journey from the Vera- us to Mexico, in the 
month of January: Having ſet out, as alrea- 
dy mentioned, and travelling about four and 
twenty miles a day; the firſt Town we 
met was Jaſlappe, before we came to it we 
ſaw a Chappel, which is called, las Animas, 
i. e. AlL Sou: In the Front of which, as 
likewiſe in the Inſides, there are tall figures 
painted on the ſtone, they are painted ex- 
ackly as the Spaniards are dreſſed, with = 
Swords by their ſides and Daggers on, a 
with long Muſtacho's, or Whiskers: Moſt of 


the Carriers, when their Mules are out of 


order, do vow or recommend them to the 
Animas, and if they recover, they eſteem 
them the better for it, and make a preſent 
to the Animas. Jaſlappe is in a fruitful and 
pleaſant Country, the people lie here in 
their Gardens, and the Climate is mighty 
temperate. " 


" After leaving this Place we went up a great 


and ſteep Mountain,called,F/ ſoldado, i. e. the 


Soldier it isota verydifficultaſcent, and the way 


is ſo bad, that there is no going up in rainy 
eather: In continuing our journey to Mexi- 
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Ve we came to a Town called, Sr. John de 
los Sanos; there are Salinas near this place, 
where they make Salt with the water of a 
great Lake, which is as falt as Seawater. 
All the Country here abouts is extream 
pleaſant and fruitful, and abounds both in 
European and Indian wheat, which they call 
Mayis, and their Harveſt is at Chrifmas. 
Near Mexico, there is a Fountain or 
Spring which comes out of a mountain 
through ſome Minerals: the water of it is 
very hot and wholeſom. They ſay that the 
Virgin Mary appeared in this place to an 
Indian, and told him of this Spring and the 
Virtues thereof; the Indian came and told it 
to the Arch- biſnop, who would not believe 
bim; ſome time after ſhe appeared again to 
the ſame Indian, and ſpoke to him as before; 
he anſwered her, that he had done as ſhe had 
ordered him, but that they would ot be- 
lieve him; upon which ſhe gathered ſome 
Roſes where there never had been any be- 
fore, and put them in the Indians Manta, 
which is a ſoft of a thing like a Blanket, 
which the Natives wrap themſelves in; he 
went then to the Arch-biſhop, and told him, 
that he had again ſeen our Lady: They told 
him he was mad; but the Indian, to prove 
the truth of what he ſaid, opened his Manta 
and ſhewed the Roſes which ſhe had put in 
it. And upon this a Chappel was immedi- 
_ ately built on that place, which I ſaw as T 
went by; but it is nothing in compariſon 
to the Church which is built at the foot of 
the mountain, which indeed is extrem 
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magnificent, having therein golden and ſil- 
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ver Lamps, pike: 3 to the 
vatue-of above 2 million of peices of eight, 
beſides an innumerable quantity of Pearls, 
Emeralds, and other precious ſtones. This 
Church is called, Our Lady ef Guadalupa, and 
ſtands about three miles from Mexico ; ; and 
he is not reckoned a good Chriſt ian, who 
does not go to devotion there every Satuy- 
day: And there are a great many Crutches, 
&c. left there, as they tell you, by people, t. 
Who, being lame when they came there, d 
were cured by our Lady, and enabled to g 
return home without help, G. 4 n 
In my return to the Vera-Crus, we ſtaid fa 
one night in a little Town called St. Mar- 
tin, where they have two Harveſts or Crops F 0' 
every. year: The Plain is watered by a lit- al 
tle River which comes out of the aforeſaid Pi 
Mountain: All this Country is extream us 
ſine and good, and the Climate very tem- a 
perate; it doth abound with all manner of ſt 
Cattle. The Spaniards would ſtarve here, di 
were it not for the Indians that cultivate al 
the ground. "| 2 
From therice we came to the Vera-Crus, in 
where abundance of valiant Spaniards. do th 
inhabit, there are ahove two thouſand of | th 
them here, beſides three hundred. Soldiers all 
in gariſon; yet they very tamely ſuffered ve 
the Town to be taken by fix hundred Buc- Wi 
caneers Of all Nations. Ibu 
Some days after my arr = here, I was || ke 
conducted to the Key by ſeveral Soldiers, * 
» who put me ig a Boat which carried me on to 
board of a Ship bound for the Havana : In two ni 
and twenty days time we got in ſight of an 
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ſudden to the North, we were very near 
being caſt aſhore on the Coaſt, and the Sea 
was ſo very high, that the Waves waſhed 
us quite over ſeveral times; however, God 
be thanked, we got in, and the Spaniards 
went immediately, wet as they were, and 
barefooted, to a Chappel call'd, the Santo 


Chriſto of good Voyage, and carried with 


them the money which they had promiſed, 
during the Storm, for a maſs, in caſe of 
good ſucceſs and deliverance. The Captain's 


name was Don Gregoris Arival, who had his 
family at Triano near Sevil. | 


My Captain, as ſoon as the Maſs was 


over, went to the Governour of the Havana, 


and gave him the orders relating to the 
Priſoners, which were, that he ſhould ſend 
us to Spain; I was led to the Priſon by half 


a dozen Soldiers, where I remained during 


ſix months, being treated very ill; for they 
did not give me the King of Spain's allow- 
ance for the poor Priſoners : The Curate of 


Matamanos came often to viſit me, exhoft- 


ing me every time to abjure my Religion 


' thinking to meet with better ſucceſs than all 
the reſt; but I told bim, as I had done to 


all my other perſecutors, that I would ne- 
yer do it. The other Priſoners, that were 
with me, went to work every day to the 
building of a wall of the Town, but I was 
kept a cloſe Priſoner. 

At laſt the Flota came into that Harbour 
to join ſome Regiſter-Ships From St. Do- 
mingo, Campeche, Cart hagenæ, and other places;

A merly called The Tromp, which the Spaniards 
having bought, they re-baptized her, and 
called her, The St. Joſeph; for you muſt 
know, that they baptize a Ship as if it 
were a Child. But the Ships not failin; 
that day I was put in the Stocks and continu 
in 'em all night; this was the laſt favour I 

received from the Spaniards in America, The 

next morning I was carried on board, and 
we failed out of the Harbour, taking our 
courſe towards the Canal of Bahama, in our 
way for Spain. * Wo 

When the wind is high, and there ap- 
pears little lights, cauſed by the winds, 
which the Spaniards. call, St. Helme's fire, 
then the Chaplain of the Ship carries a box 

* about, and deſires every one to give ſome- 
| thing towards a Maſs to St. Helme; and 
thoſe that have no ready money, promiſe 
ſomething, and whatever they promiſe» for 
ſuch uſes is punctually paid at their arrival, 
referably to whatever they may owe. It 
is almoſt impoſſible for a Proteſtant to with- 
ſtand their continual importunities; and it 
ſuch a one ſhould fall ſick and die amongſt 
them, he muſt certainly loſe his Soul and 
all tis Effects. mn 
. In fine, after two months and an halts ſail- 
ing, we came within ſight of the coaſt of 
Spain, and failed along pretty near the Shore, 
the wind being very favourable z when we 
came near the River of St. Lucar, there is a 
Chapel called, Our Lady of Regla, which 
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we ſaluted with all our Guns; this the Spa- 
niards do, as a Thankſgiving for their good 
Voyage and ſafe return; and indeed it's all!

worſhip. ' | 

At — arrival in the Bay of Cadiz, we 
found it almoſt full of fine Ships of all Na- 
tions, who fired their Guns for joy of our 


. 7 They came there to carry away the 


Id and Silver, and other rich Commodi- 
ties which come from the Weſt- Indies, and 
in a little time leave hardly any to the S - 
niards, who are indeed the maſters and 
owners of the Gold and Silver-Mines, but 


the foreign Nations are the Coffers where 
the Treaſure goes into. 


After my arrival in the Bay of Cadiz, I 


expected that I ſhould preſently be ſet at 


liberty, and deſired the Captain to let me go 
on ſhore; but he anſwered me, that he could 
not, and kept me a Priſoner for ſome days : 
After which I was, with ſeveral others, put 
into a Boat; every one of us with Fetters on; 
amongſt the reſt there were George Milbourgh, 
Richard Enicq, and other French men of this 
City. We. were carried tq Sevi, and put 
in Priſon there: We had ſcarce any thing 
to eat during fix weeks; The Engliſh were 
aſſiſted by the Merchants of their Nation, 
but the French had nothing at all given them. 
In fine, we were almoſt ſtarved. _ 

At the ſix weeks end I was called for at 
the Gate, where I had a piece of eight gi- 
ven me, believing that it was for my. ſelf ; 
I:went and told it to my Fellow-Priſoners, 
ha went immediately to the Gate, thinking 
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1 Ne ©" «tg receive each of them as much; but 
1 were told, that the piece of eight, which was 
iven me, was for the twelve Priſoners 
that were newly come; upon Which J offe- 
red the piece to every one of them, but they 
all anſwered, that they would have none 
of it, and that they had rather be ſtarved, 
and die quickly, than to be kept thus lingrin 
on; for there was but five pence for eac 
of us for a week. I carried the piece of 
eight back to the Goaler, who would not 
_take it; upon which I threw it at his feet, 
he came in and would have put fetters up- 
on my legs; but I would not let him, and 
he went to complain to the Fiſcal. 

The Fiſcal came with his officers, he talk- 
ed very ſeverely to me, and I anſwered 
him as well as J could; he ordered me to 
be fettered and put in a Dungeon, where I 
was three days without ſeeing any body but 
the Goaler; The next Saturday after we 
had each of us a piece of eight given us, and 
I made my peace with the Goaler for a piece 
of eight and half, which I' paid him at 
times out of what I had given me. 

I paſſed the time after this manner till 
Chriſtmas, at which time the Preſident - of 
the Weſt-India Trade, with all the Officers 

of Juſtice, came to viſit the Priſon; we de- 
. fired to be ſet at liberty, but our requeſt 
was not granted us. VEE. {4 

After Chriſtmas a woman of this City of 
London, came to look for her husband in the 
Priſon of Sevil in Spain; ſhe ſollicited the 

» Engliſh merchunts there and the judges ſo 
well, that the declarations of the Enghiſs

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pyiſbners were taken, and their Trials run 
through; after which they were ſent to Ca- 
dix, about Eafter. The woman followed 
het husband, and goes to the Engliſh Con- 
ſul, After which ſhe went to the General of 
the Army, begging of him to let her have 
her husband and her couſin, who were the 
two per ſons afore named; he granted it, 
and the took them out of the Priſon, and 
the-Engliſh.merchants at Cadiz gave her a- 
bout one hundred pieces of eight for the 
charges and their paſſage home. tf, 
I remained in Prifon, preſenting Petiti- 


ons every now and then to my Judges, de- 


- firing them either to ſet me at liberty, or 
to let me know the cauſe why they kept me 
thus; but I could get no anſwer from them. 
At laſt I writ to the Marqueſs de Feuquiere, 
the French Embaſſador at Madrid, who im 
mediately preſented a Petition to the ſu- 
* Council, and obtained two letters 

rom the King, one of them open, and the 
other ſealed up, directed to Monſieur Ber- 
tram de Sotto, Conſul of the French Nation, 
with orders to my judges, to ſhorten and 
make an end of my cauſe, and to conſider, 
that the French Embaſſador had intervened 
in this affair, telling them withal, that if
